T had a generous Education from my Brq- 
ther Matthias, and under his Tuition made fuch an 
eminent progreſs in all kirids of good Literature, 
as won'me great eſteem fro the Pricſts and Noble 
Citizens, who at 14'Ytars of Age, paid a great 
Peference ro my Judgment in weighty Matters.

Eſcaping this danger 
I went to Puteoli, and getting into the Empreſs Pop- 
pea's Favour, I procur'd the enlargement of certain 
Prieſts of my Intimate Acquaintance, Men of Ho- 
nour and Probity, that FelixGovernour ode - 
on a very ſlight occaſion, had bound and fent Pit, 
ner to Rome : And then with many conſiderable 
Preſents from Poppea, I return'd to Jeruſalem. - - 

Here I found all things in confuſion, and no 
Diſcourſe but of Waring againſt the Romans , 
which the Jews ſaid they were forc'd to for their own 
roprnagien I diſwaded all (in whom I had any 

ntereſt) from ſo dangerous an Enterprize, ſince, 

neither our Experience in War, nor Good For- 
rune was equal to the Romans ; and therefore, ſuch 
a War mult neceſſarily terminate in our Ruin ; 
but in fuch a Rage and Ferment were the ungo- 
vern'd Multitude, that all moderate Counf:l; 
were rejected, and the Authors eſteem'd as E- 
nemies of our Nation ; and therefore, .ſeeing my 
endeavours 'for Peace, had unhappily rank'd me 
:n rh:t number, and that the Fort Antonia was 
atready ſeiz'd by the Seditious Jews, I fled to 
the Sanctuary for ſafety , and there continu'd, 
till Mmalcm and the reſt of the Reyolters were 
put to death; and then I came our, and join'd 
with the Phariſees, and feign'd our ſelves to a- 
gree with the FaCtious Party, in hopes Geſſius 
eou'd com? with an Army, and put an end IQ

theſe rurbulent Commotions. Nor long after Gefſiue 
came, and being overthrown, the chief Magiſtrates 
of Rome ſent me and two other Priefts, Foazar and 


Jude, to Govern and Preſerve the Peace of Galilee, 


which was not yer reyolted from the Romans.

- former Mercies, and exhorting them to Pa- 
tience and Submiſſion,appeas'd their Fury, and 
God upon hisearneſt Prayers ſent a great flight 
of Quailes out of the Gulf of Arabia (where 
there is great plenty of thoſe Birds) which 
crols'd the Sea, and fell in the Camp of the 
Iſraelites, with which they were fed, and 
their former ſcarcity converted into plenty, 
Not long after they were furniſh'd with ano- 
ther -kind of Aliment. A Dew deſcended 
from Heaven which thickned in their Hands, 
and became a pleaſant Nouriſhment. 'Twas 
in bigneſs reſembling Coriander Seed, ſweet as 
Honey, and of an Aromatick Scent like Bdel- 
liam. It fell every Day, and if any remain- 
cd till the Morrow it became bitter, and full 
of Worms ;z,therefore Moſes caus'd an equal 
diltribution thereof, appointing to every one 
an Aſſeron; the Hebrews Call it Manna. * Man 
in our Language being an Interrogative, and 
ſignihes 1hat is it? And was of-ſo Divine 
and wonderful a qualicy, that thoſe which 
had that Celeſtial Food deſir d nothing elſe ; and 
in this happy eſtate the 7rael/:res continu'd for- 
ty Years in the Wilderneſs.

HE Fame of the Iſraelites now becom-

the growing power of the Hebrews, might 
in time givediſturbance to the Neighbouring 
Territories, ſend Ambaſſadors to one another, 
and to prevent the danger, advisd to begin 
with them, and deſtroy the Iſraelites in the 
Wilderneſs, before they were poſlefs'd of Ci- 
ries and other -places of defence and ſhelter, 
that mighr.render them more formidable. This 
Politick premonition thought ſafe and prati- 
cable,they enter into a League, and make pre- 
paration to attack rhe Hebrews. Mfofes made 
ſenſible of their deſign, (when he expe&ted 
no Hoſtiliies) was at-firſt ſurpriz'd with the 
Relation; bur truſting in the goodneſs and 
power of God, reſum'd his Courage, and

Ins; whither Moſes is gone, 1s incompara- 
bly the higheſt Mountain in all rhar 
Country, difficult ro Afcend, and held in 
ou veneration by the Inhabitants of thoſe 
egions that border upon it. Near this Place 
the Iſraelites made their Abode, and whilſt 
AMoſcs was with God, feafſted and purified 
themſelves. On the third Day before Sun ri- 
ſing, a Cloud environ'd their Camp, violent 
Winds roar'd, tempeſtuous Rains ſucceeded, 
Thunderclaps dreadful ro hear, and Light- 
ping terrible to fee, ( whilſt the Sky was Se- 
rene in all other places) fignifh'd that God was 
preſent there. Thele unuſual prodigies put 
them into great conſternation, and the fears 
of Meſes's periſhing in theſe terrible concuſ- 
ſions, did not a little augment their Aﬀitions, 
rill his appearance, ke Sky's returning to 
its former Serenity abared them. Now a So- 
lemn Aſſembly was call'd, and Moſes thus be- 
ſpake the multitude. * Know O Hebrews, 
* char God receiv'd me in the Mount very 
pract: 
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« gracioully,. and has honour'd your Camp OA 
* with his ſpecial preſence. Attend therefore = 
** with Reverence to whar I ſhall deliver from z-fre oy

«© ro. you. That God which creatcd the whole 
* World, and that by the fignal diſpenſation 
* of his Providence, and the: Illuſtrious Te- 
* ſtimonies of his-Power and Goodneſs, has 
* hitherto preſerv'd you: He does now by 
* Mouth declare his Will ro you. Let his 
* Commands be dearer to you than al! the 
* World, for in Obedience to his Preceprs you 
* will be every way Proſperous; your Coun- 
* try Will be fruitful, the Sea calm, and your 
* Children numerous and happy. I have 
* talk'd with God Face to Face; I have heard 
* his immortal Voice, I know he loves you, 
* and will be fſollicitous for the good of rhe 
* Nation ”. This ſaid, that the Authority 
and Excellency of the Laws might receive no 
diminution, becauſe deliver'd to them by a 
Man, he led the People to the Foot of Mount 
Sinai, where from on high they heard the 
Voice of God himſelf deſcend, and ſpeak to 
them, ſo that all Men knew the Laws to be 
the ſame, when Moſes afterwards ſhew'd them 
written by the Hand of God in two Tables. 
The very Words I muſt not relate, but ſhall 
expreſs the ſenſe of them,

- Now the mulritude having heard God him- 
ſelf ſpeak ro them, Moſes gave them leave to 
return to their Camp, and he with the know- 
ledge of the' Iſraelites again Aſcends Mount 
Sinai to talk with God. Forty Days and forty 
Nights, without any kind of human ſuſte- 
nance he continu'd in this Mountain, and at 
his return brought command trom God, that 
the Hebrews ſhould build him a Tabernacle; or 
moving Temple, ' Whereinto God would De- 
fcend, and then there would be further occa- 
tion for Moſes to aſcend Mount Sinai. He al- 
jtoſhew'd them the ten Commandments written 
in two Tables by the Hand of Ged. All the Peo- 
ple thew'd a ready Obedience rowards build- 
10g the Tabernacle, and brought all kind of 
Marerialsin {ach abundance, that Afoſes ( be- 
ing aflur'd by theWorkmenthere was enough) 
was forc'd to prohibit ( by Proclawation ) the 
bringing any more.

The Building of the Tabernacle. Before Chr.

A. L things being in readineſs,and theVeſ- WW 


{els of Gold,and Brafs,and rheVeſtments 

of the Prieſts, and other Ornaments of the 
Tabernacle finiſh'd, they apply themſelves ro 
build the Tabernacle on this manner. The 
outward Court was in breadth fifty, and in 
length one hundred Cubits. Twenty Co- 
lums five Cubits high were plac'd on the lon- 
ger ſides, and ten on the ſhorter. On the 
backſide of theſe Pillars were faſtned Rings of 
Silver. Their Corniſhes alfo were of the fame 
Merral, and the Baſes gilded Brafs ; the lower 
parts like the point of a Sphere faſten'd rhem 
in the Earth. Thro' the Rings pals'd five 
Cords, which on the one fide faſten'd in the 
ground with brazen Natles, defended. the 
Tabernacle from Winds, and certain Curtains 
of fine Linnen hanging from the Chapters to 
the Baſes, compaſs'd it like a Wall; and thus 
were the three ſides of the incloſure furroun- 
ded ; the fourth fide of fifty Cubits, was the 
Front of the whole Frame. The Door was 
rwenty Cubits wide, with double Pillars on 
each ſide, and within the Gates was a brazen 
Ewer, for thePrieſts to waſh their Hands and 
Feetin, In the midſt of this Court was pla- 
ced the Tabernacle, turning toward the Eaſt, 
thirty Cubits long, and twelve in breadth. 
The Planks of the Wall. were cover'd with 
cilded Braſs Plates, and on the back fide were 
Bars paſling thro* all the Planks to ſecure it 
from Winds, and keep it teddy, The length

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AYP was divided into three parts; next to one 
my *he part were four Pillars, diſtant from one ano- 
Before Chr. ther by equal Spaces ; overthwart beyond 

150g. theſe was the Sacred Place. The reft of the 
LYN Tabernacle was for all the Prieſts, and the Adyr 

beyond the four Pillars was call'd :he Holy of 
Holies, adorn'd with all kinds of Flowers, 
bur no Living Creatures. The whole Taber- 
nacle was call'd Holy, and fo curiouſly adorn'd 
by Art, that it appear'd as beautiful as Hea- 
ven. 


CHAP. VL 
Of the Ark. 


W Hen the Tabernacle was finiſh'd they 
ereted an Ark of Wood, and dedi- 
cared it to God. 'Twas five Hands long, and 
three broad, cover'd with Golden Plates, with 
a Coyer fired with Golden Hinges equal on 
every fide, To every fide in length were fa- 
ſten'd rwo Rings of Gold, rivetted through 
the whole Wood; and through them were 
-_ thruſt Bars of Gold, for rhe Prieſts ro carry ir 
on their Shoulders. On the Cover was the 
Figure of rwq Cherubims with Wings, reſem- 
bling thofe that Moſes ſaw near the Throne of 
, and were unknown ta all Mankind be- 
fore him. In this Ark Moſes put the Tables of 
the Ten Commandments, and plac'd it within 
the Senifuary. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIL 
The Seven Golden Candl:ſticks. 


N the Tabernacle he alſo ſer a Table, nor 

unlike that at Delphes, rwo Cubits long, 
with Feet like thoſe the Dorians place their 
Beds on. This Table he put towards the 
North Wall of the Tabernacle, not far from 
the SanFuary, and on it plac'd twelve Loaves 
of Unleaven'd Bread, and about thoſe, rwo 
Golden Pots fill'd with Frankincenſe ; but on 
the Seventh Day were plac'd ſeven other 
Loaves ; the Reaſon of which Ceremony will 
be declar'd hereafter. Near the Table, and 
the South Wall, was ſet a Golden Candle- 
ſtick of a hundred Pound weight, adorn'd 
with Bowls, Lilies, Pomgranares, and little 
Cups, on ſeven Branches, on which were ſe- 
ven Candles; and between the Candleſtick 
and the Table was plac'd a ſmall Altar of 
Wood, to burn Incenſe upon ; and on the 
top of that Alrar was a diminutive Crown, 
inCircling a little Hearth ; and to the Crown 
was fix'd Rings, and Bars, and Staves, for the 
Prieſts ta carry it- Another Altar of the like 
laſting Wood, five Cubits ſquare, and one 


| high, cover'd wich Braſs Plates, ſtood before 


the Door of the Tabernacle, with a Hearth on 
the top in faſhion of a Grate, that the Ground 
might receive what fell from above, the Altar 
having no Baſe under it : And near this Altar 
were Tunnels, Cenſers, Cups, and other Uten- 
ſils of pure Gold, employ'd in Divine Service. 
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C H A Þ. VIL 
Of the Prieſts Veſt ments. 


Eſtments worn by the Ordinary Prieſts, 
call'd Chaneas, - while they were facrifi- 

ling, were a * Manacheſſen made of Silk, which 
cover'd the Secret Parts like a pair of Drawers. 
Over theſe they wear a Linen Surplis, which 
we call Chetonem, from Cheton, Linen, ador- 
ned with Red, Purple, Hiacinth, and Flowers 
of Silk, reaching down to the Ancles. A- 
bout their Loins was ty'd a Girdle, which 
Moſes calls Abaneth, and we, from the Baby- 
Ionians, Emian, On his Head he wears a 
narrow-brim'd,'low-crown'd * Bonnet, made 
of Linen, which covers about half his Head ; 
and over that a Linen Coit, curiouſly wrought, 
and exactly fitted, ro prevent its falling off in 
Sacrificing. The High Prieſt. wears the ſame 
Veſtments, and over all a Violet-calour'd Robe 
reaching to his Heels, ty'd to him with a Gir- 
dle ftadded with Gold, and of divers Colours. 
The Skirr of his Veſtment 'is border'd with 
Fringes, at which hang Golden Pomgranartes, 
intermix'd with Golden Bells. He alſo wears 
an * Ephod ( reſembling the Grecian» Garment 
Epemss ) of divers Colours, richly mix'd with 
Gold. In the midſt of the Breaſt there is an 
open Space, where about the. Length of a 
Span 1s a Piece Enchas'd, and Embroider'd 
with Gold and Flowers, as the Epbed is, ard 
is call'd Eſſen, or Rational : It fills the void 
place, and is join'd to the Ephod with Golden 
Buckles, ry'd with Laces ot Hyacinth. On

His Head is cover'd like the other Prieſts ; but 

on thoſe is another, flouriſh'd with Hyacinth, 

and that encompaſs'd with a Triple Crown 

of Gold, on which were many Gold Cups 

reſembling the Herb Henbane : This Crown 

extended from the back part of his Head to 

his Temples, and on his Forehead was a Plate 

of Gold,on which theSacredName of God was 

engraven. Now, it Men would give them- 

ſelves the Leiſure to examine rhe Significancy 

of theſe Ceremomies, they would nor traduee 

ns as Enemies, and Contemners of the Divine 

Majeſty, but rather commend the Wiſdom of 

our Law-giver.

LL things thus diſpos'd for the Worſhip 
A of God, Moſes by his immediate Com- 
mand, his own Inclination, and the Appro- 
bation of the People, conſtirured Aaron High 
Prieſt, who in reſpect of his Qualifications for 
i, and his great Sufferings for rhe Publick, 
had juſtly mericed thar Honour ; and there- 
fore he inveſted him with the Sacred Robes, 
and gave him Charge of the Holy Alrars and

+ P.: of inthe Month of Þ Niſan, on the New Moon, 
March, the Tabernacle was dedicated to God ; and the 
Fil Y A-Eternal ſhew'd his Approbation of the Work,

not ſo thick as a Winter's Cloud, nor ſo tranf- 

parent that the Eye might pierce it; from 

which diftill'd a Dew, which confirm'd the 
Faithful thar God was preſent. Now Moſes 

having paid the Work-men, purify'd the Tem- 

ple, and Aaron and his Sons, and their Veſt- 

ments, and conſecrated them all ro God, pro-

giving, and perform'd by Feaſting thoſe har 
acrifice. Beſides theſe two, rhey have Sacri- 
fices for Voluntary and Involuntary Sins ; dai- 
ly Sacrifices at the Publick Charge ; their Sab- 
baths, New Moons, Feaſt of Tabernacles, Unlea- 
ven d Bread, Firſt Fruits, the Paſſover, and 
choſe particularly appointed for Purification, 
JH. and 4dultery, all preſcrib'd by the 
ame Authoricy. Moſes alfo appointed every 
Fiftieth Year to bea Year of +Fu«bile, in which + &+:a:m. 
Debtors were acquired from their Creditors, 
and Bond-men diſcharg'd: from Scervitude.

Now the Tabernacle was 
plac'd in the midſt of the Camp, and guarded 
bytheTribes; andſuch diſtin places appointed 
for Markets, and Shops for Merchandize and 
Arrificers ; that the Camp, in Regularity, re- 
ſembl'd a Ciry. The Prieſts Dwellings were 
next to the Tabernacle, after them the Levites, 
both in number Twenty three Thouſand eighr 
Hundred and Eighty. The other Tribes were 
rang'd according to their Seniority ; and the 
Cloud or Miſt before-menrion'd,._ as a Sign of 
God's Preſence, over-ſhadow'd the Taberna- 
cle, during which time the People kept their 
Stations ; bur if the Cloud remov'd, they diſ- 
lodg'd their Camp, and follow'd ic. Meſes 
alſo invented two Trumpets, one to call the 
People ro publick Aflemblies, the other to 
ſummon the Princes of the Tribes ; and when 
both were ſounded together, ir was Notice 
for all tro make their Appearance. - Thoſe

Och, Sur, Robeas, Ubes, and Rechem, underwent 
the ſame Fare; ard reſign'd rheir Lives and 
Countries to the conquering Ifraelites, who

Sword, withour ſparing any bur Virgins, as 
Moſes had commanded. Phineas having ob- 
tained ſo great a Victory; as was thought in- 
credible by all ar the firſt Report; yer was ir 
abundantly increas'd to his Glory, when they 
ſaw him return with his Army in ſafety, and 
fifty rwo thouſand and fixty ſeven Oxen, (ix- 
ty thouſand Aſs, with vaſt .quantities of 
Gold and Silver Veſſcls, and rhirty thouſand 
Captive Virgins. Among the Prieſts and 
People, aw divided the Spoils; and at once 

verhem both Peace and Plenty; And be-

This ſaid, he deliver'd them a 
Before #3 Book of their Laws, and Cuſtoms : And they, 

1571. under the Apprehenſions of loſing ſuch an ex- 
CV cellent Governar, were ſo extreamly afflited, 

that their Sorrow burſt into Tears, and refu- 
ſed Confolation ; till Afoſes interpos'd, and 
gave them Afﬀfurance of their Happineſs un- 
der the Condu& of his Succeſſors ; and for 
that time diffolv'd the Aſſembly. And now ' 
a Recital of thoſe Laws becomes requilite, 
whoſe Importance I have not alter'd, only 
chang'd the Order, and digeſted them under 
their ſeveral Heads, which are ſcatter'd in' 
Moſes's Writings, according to the ſeveral 
Times in which he receiv'd them from God, 
and nor in diſtin Claſſes. And firſt, I ſhall 

x<cite thoſe Laws that relate to the Publick. 
Let there be one Sacred City in the Land, 
commodioully ſituate in the Land of Canaas ; 
and in that lct there be a Temple, and an Al- 
car, built, after the Model that God ſhall pre- 
icribe you. Let him that blaſphemes God be 
fton'd to death, hang'd on a Gibbet a whole 
Day, and afterwards bury'd in Ignominy, 
2nd Obſcurity. Ler all the Hebrews, from 
their ſeveral Provinces, aſſemble chemſclves 
three rimes a Year, to give Thanks to God, 
and preferve a Mutual Amity, Acquaintance, 
and Correſpondence amongſt one another.

Every Seventh Year let the Prieſt audibly

God, Morning and Evening, in every City. 
Ler there be choſen ſeven Magiſtrates, ot 
known Vertue and Probity, with two aiſi{t- 
ing Levites ; and !:t them be honour d, and their 
Orders obey d, unleſs the Perſons are convitied of 
Bribery, or Falſe fudgment: And in all Ab- 
ſtruſe and Intricate Cauſes, let the Marrer be 
referr'd to the Holy City, the High Priztt, 
the Prophet, and rhe Senate; and ler them 
decide the Controverſie. No Tej/timony ſnall 
be rectiv d unleſs from three, at haſt two, Wit- 
neſſes of approv'd Integrity ; and no Woman, by 
reaſon of the Levity and Temerity of ber Sex, « 
t0 be allow'd s competent Evidence; ner no Slave, 
leſt be be corrupted with Fear or Lacre: And if 
any be convicted of Perjury, tet them ſuffer the 


ſame Puniſhment that ſhould have been inflided

and invade their Country ; and the Gibeonites, 
ſenſible of rheir Danger, beg the Aſſiſtance of 
thei 7/raelites ; which hang ow, Foſbua 
by a ſpeedy March, and a ſudden Encounter, 
put them all to flight; and purſuing his Vi- 
Qtory by a ſteep Tract, calld + Berhors, he +The Houſe 
evidently ſaw % the Thunder, Lightning, f 480. 
and Hay, that fell bigger than was uſual, :ha: 
God fought for them. The Day elſo, by an extra- 
ordinary Miracle, was tengthen d, that the Night 
approaching .might not favonr their Eſcape from 
the Conquerer ; and by this Means Foſhua took 
choſe fiye Kings in a Cave near * Makkedah, * Crookeds 
and ſentenc'd them all ro death. The mira-** 
culous Lengthening of this Day beyond its ordina- 
ry Period, 1s regilter'd in the Sacred Volumes 
that are laid up in the Temple. Thus, by a 
continu'd-Series of Proſperity, were- the He- 
brews become Rich, . and Potent ; and thcir 
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CASA Fame Tpreading among all Nations, and their 
tear « 19% o5ving no Quarter to thoſe they conquer'd, fo 
Before Gor. pollets'd the adjacent Territories-with Fear 
1465. and Dread of falling into the Power of ſuch 
CY a Mercilets People, that the Canaanitiſh Kings 
* Brigh:= that border'd upon * Libanw and the Plains of 
we;*, Canaan, Cconfederated with the Philiſtines to 
ſubdue the Hebrews. To that end they en- 

camp'd with an Army of three hundred rthou- 

ſand Foot, ten thouſand Horſe, and rwenty 

- thouſand Chariots, near Bethora, a City in 
Higher Galilee, not far from Cedes, in the 

Land of Canaan. The Vaſtneſs of this Army 

was a great Aſtoniſhment ro Foſhua, and the 

whole Hoſt of the Hebrews ; but receiving 

freſh Encouragement , and Promifes from 

God, thev boldly march'd againft rheir nu- 

merous Enemies, and on the fifth Day attack- 

cd th=m with fo much Skill and Bravery, thar 

the great Slaughter they made of their Mme- 

mts is almolt incredible : However, upon the 

Spor, and in the Purſuir, this great Army (a 

tew only cxcepred ) were all put to the Sword, 

their Rorfcs kill'd, and their Chariots com- 

mitted to the Fire. Now Foſhua marches vi- 
ctoriouilp through their whole Country, with- 

out any Oppotiion ; and having deſtroy'd all 

the Canaanites, ( except thoſe thar fled into o- 

ther Conntries,) he once more retir'd with his

of the Giants, of prodigious Stature, terrible 

AſpeR, and a dreadful Voice, whoſe Bones 

are to be ſeen ar this Day.

had lain all the Inhabitants, (unleſs the Per- 

{on thar betray'd it into their Hands) put an 

end to the War, and imploy'd themſelves in 
husbandry, by which ghey grew rich, and 
diflolurte, having no regard ro their antient 
Diſcipline, or the Laws of their Anceſtors ; 

at which God was highly incens'd, and told 

them for this, and ſparing the Canaanites, they 

in time to come ſhould afflit them with great 
ſeverites and cruelties; bur a general efhmi- 

nacy, ſtupidity and covetouſneſs having over- 

run the Common-wealth, ar length brought 

them into ſuch diſtrattion, thar a bloody War 

broke forth among them, uponthis occaſion.

Marriage, Levied * 
and led againſt them an Army of 40000 Men ; 
bur the Benjamites overcame them in the firſt 
and ſecond Encounter. © Hereupon, the 7ſra- 
elites Faſt, and by the Mediation of Phineas 
the High-Prieſt, befought the Lord ro ap- 
aſe his wrath againſt them.

Cutting the Throats of the A4ſj#ian Guards 
that Schiſart had plae'd over them ;- and ſuc- 
ceeding in the Projedt, his Numbers ſo in- 
creas'd, that in a ſhort time he thought him- 
ſelf of comperent Strength to engage them 
in the Field ; and coming to a Batrel, they 
overcame their Enemies, and recover'd their 
Liberty : The Remains of the King's ſcatter'd 
Army retiring towards Euphrates, left 'em in 
quiet Poſlefſion of their own Country ; and 
Cenez having given this Proof of his Courage, 
was made Chief Governor of the People ; and 
having exercis'd the Office of a Fudge forty 
Years, he dy'd.

The Amalekites and Arabians over-run 
the I/raelites, deſtroy'd their Fruits, and Car- 
ry'd away fo great Booty, that the Hebrews 
were forc'd to leave the Champion Coun- 
tries, and berake themſclves rothe Mountains, 
digging themſelves Caves, and Houſes under 
Gn and there hid what they had reſer- 
ved from the fury of their Enemies. The 
Midionites, "tis true, allowed them to Till 
their Ground in the Winter, bur for no other 
end, bur that they themſelves might gather 
their Fruits when grown to maturity. Thus 
liv'd the Hebrews in continual Famine, and 
under great want, without any hope of re- 
dreſs, but by their Prayers and Supplications

Pots in z,fre ef by 
one Hand, in which. were hidden burning 't310. 
Torches, and Rams-horns in the other, ro WW 
uſe inſtead of Trumpers: And as ſoon as the 
Signal was given, they wind their Horns, 
broke their Ports, and with flaming Torches 
ruſh into the Enemies Camp, crying out, F;- 
Fory, Vifory, by the aſſiſtance of God, and the 
ffrength of Gideon. Trouble and fear ſur- 
priz'd the ſleeping Enemy, and being of dif- 
ferent Nations and Languages, they flew one 
another, and few fell by the Swords of the 
Hebrews. Gideon's Victory being quickly 
known, the reſt of the Iſraelites arm'd and 
purſu'd the Enemies, who being wildred in 
unpaſlable Places, and encompaſſed with un- 
fordable Rivers, the greateſt part of 'em 
were put to'th Sword, among which were 2 + 4 Wolf, 
Kings*Oreb andFZeb.Two otherKingsZebe and ; 
Hezerbun e\(c2 to 'the Mountains with 
eighteen thouſand Men, and there making a 
ſtand, were valiantly engag'd by Gideon, the 
whole Army overthrown, and the two Kings 
taken Priſoners, and after put to Death. The 
Ephramites diſpleas'd that this War was under- 
taken without cheir privity, threaten the 7/- 
raelizes with a Civil War, bur all was quiered 
by:Gideon's Prudence, who govern'd the 1 
raelites with exemplary Juſtice , Integrity, 
and Wiſdom, rhe ſpace of forty Years, ne- 
ver wanting the approbation of che People, 
inconfhrming the Judgments he gave in Caulſcs 
before him. He died in a very old Age, and 
was buzicd in the Country of Ephraim.

He was a juit Man, and 
a good King, Valiant bey nd compariſon, 
forwardeſt.; in danger, 'that could command 
like a General, a2d fight lice a private Sol- 
dier ; merciful in his Punifſhments, mod-rate 
in his Counfels, Wiſe in his Elections, and 
courteous to all Men ; and never trod awry, 
bur in the caſe of Uriah. He was buried in 
Feruſalem by his Son Selomon, with: all the 
Magnificence,State and Grandeur, that-is uſu- 
ally ſhewn in the Salemnizations of Royal 
Obſequies. With him was buried much 
Treaſure, as was afterward apparent, for One 
thouſand-three hundred years after, the High

And after he had liv'd Sixty Seven Years, and 
Reign'd Fifty Five he dy'd, and was buried in 
his Garden.

Nine and Thirty Years, and Reign'd One and 
Thirty ; for whom the People lamented ex- 
ceedingly, and the Prophet Jeremy made El- 
legies on him which are yet extant. He and 
the Prophet Ezekiel forerold the Captivity un- 
der which we yet ſuffer, in two Books upon 
this Argument. After Joſias his Son Jobas 
ſucceeded at Twenty Three Years of Age, 
his Mothers Name was Ametala, he was a 
Man full of Impiety, and of a perverſe and 
wicked diſpoſition. When the King of Egype 
return'd from the War, he commanded Jobar 
ro meet him in Semath a City ,of Syria, where 
he made him Priſoner, tranſlated the King- 
dom to Eliachim his Elder Brother by the Fa- 
thers fide, and chang'd his Name to Joachim. 
He impos'd a Tribute of a Hundred Talents 
of Silver, and a Talent of Gold upon Judea, 
and Carry'd Johas into Egypt, where he ended 
his Life, after he had been King Three Months 
and Ten Days. Joachim allo was 4 wicked 
Man, ill inclin'd, and liv'd without fear of 
God, or reſpect ro Man,

chadonoſor King of Babilon made War a- 
inſt Nechao King of Egypr, overcame and 
flew divers Thouſands of his Men, and threat- 
ned the ſame to Joachim, if he had nor bought 
his peace with an annual Contribution, which 
he paid for Three Years, and then in hopes 
he would be overcome by the Egyptians fub- 
{tracted his Tribute ; and the Propher Jeremy

Admonitions, and fearing no danger, - 
went out to meet Nebuchadonoſor ; and'leaving 
open the Gates of Jeruſalem, the Afyrian Ar- 
my march'd in and pur all ro death, that 
were in the Flower of their Youth, and 
Strength, withour ſparing any.. With them 
they flew Joachim, threw his Body from the 
rop of the Wall, and would not allow him 
Burial, and made Jogchin his Son King of the 
Country and City. * He made alſo Three 
Thouſand of the moſt honourable Citizens of 
Jeruſalem Priſoners, and led chem with him ro 
Babilon, among whom was the young Pro- 
phet Ezekie/. This was the end- of Joachim, 
who liv'd Thirty Six,Years, and Reign'd Ele- 
ven. Joachin that ſucceeded him, was the 
Son of Nofts of Jeruſalem, and Reign'd Three

He came to the Government at 
three . and twenty Years of Age, aflociated 
with young Men of ill 'principles, and he

noſor's. poſterity. Derizs Aſſiſtant ro Cyras in 
this Enterprize, took Daniel with him into 
Medea, kept him near his perſon, and Ho- 
nour'd him with the Government of one parr 
of his three hundred and threeſcore Provin- 
ces; bur as it often happens, That a Prince's | 
Favourites are bated, for no other Reaſon, but 
for being Favourites. Though Daniel gave no 
occaſion, he fell into the Snare that his Ene- 
mies had dreſs'd for him. The Princes and 
Governors told Darizs, they had agreed, thar 
for thirty days without intermiſſion, no Man 
ſhould make any requeſt ro God or himſelf, 
and if any ſhould offend herein, he ſhould be 
caſt ro the Lions.

And to prevent the Ambuſhes of the Ammo- 
nites, Moabites and Samaritans, who - kill'd 
many of their Workmen by ſurpriſe, he ſuf- 
fer'd none to work, who: had not Wea- 
pons lying. by them , and the very Labo- 
rers wore Swords, and had their Targets in 
readineſs ; he alſo planted Trumpeters five 
hundred. foot diſtant from one another, who 
upon fight of any Enemy. gave alarm to the 
all Workmen to ſtand tro their Arms, and be 
ready for an Encounter. The Walls bein 
finiſh'd, he made proviſion for the Prieſts 
Levites within the City; and by this, and 
other commendable Merhods, the City of 
Jeraſgtem was well Peopled, and Nebemiab 
y'd in a good old Age.

FTER the Death of Prolomens * Soter, 4 Sovi- 
who ill deſerv'd that Name, his Son {nts © 
Ptolomeus Philodelphus Succeeded in the King- : 
dom of Flt and held it thirty nine Years. 
He caus'd the Jewiſh Laws and: Cuſtoms to. 
be Tranſlated into the Greek Tongue, and de- 
liver'd the Jews out of thar: Thraldom in 
which they were detain'd by the _— 
to 'the number of-ſixicore thouſand, upon 
this occaſion. Demetrius Phalerius Keeper of 
the King's Library, had made a very curious 
: Colletion of Books, in number about two 
hundred thouſand Volumes, and . was in 
hopes to increaſe *em to the number of five 
hundred thouſand, if he could obtain thoſe 
that were in the poſſeſſion of. the Jews, and 
the King wrote to» the High-Prieſt: to that 
-- purpole. Now Arifteus a Learned Man,

« ring this Kingdom upon you, to ſend them 
<« jnto their own Country. Your Grace can- 
« not ſuſpe& I move this as deſcended from *'

About the Table 
he contriv'd moving Waves, and on the bends 
embelliſh'd it with precious Stones,of an Oval 
form,and under theOval wasaCrown garniſh'd 
with Fruits,and on the cluſters of Grapes Ears 
of Corn ſtood upright, incircled with Pomgra- 
nates, and the luſtre of the precious Stones 
repreſented the Fruits in their Native Colours. 
The Corniſhes of the Feet were contriv'd in 
form of a Lilly, whoſe ſtalks were ere and 
the leaves ſpread themſelves under the Table. 
The Baſs was an hand broad,;adorn'd. with 
Carbuncles. The breadth was-ejght fingers; 
on which,all the plate of the Feet reſted, ard 
on every fide of them were Engravyen. Ivy and 
Vine branches, loaded with cl of Grapes, 
ſo artificially contriv'd, that they ſeem'd natu- 
ral, and when the wind blew they waved up 
an 
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and down, and feem'd rather the work of A 
Nature than the . Artiſt. The work was 2 of be 


wholly made of a New Faſhion, -as if it con- 
ſiſted. of three parts, and yet fo well cloſed; 


che Joynts were -not perceptible. and the CA. 


thickneſs of the Table was no leſs than half a 
Cubit. Belides this Table, King Prolomy gave 
two. Veſſels of Gold, enrich'd with divers 
precious Stones, wrought with: poeurtetr® 
ty. There was alſo others ' made. of Silver, 
as/tranſparent as the . Pureſt Chriſtal, ſo that 
all things within them were cafily diſcernd-' 
ble... He gave alſo thirty Ewers, jn' which, 
all che Gold that was not caver'd. with preci= 
ous Sones, was ſhadow'd wirh- Ivy leaves, 
and Vine branches, curiouſly ingraven. . And 
che King himſelf was fo intent upon the work, 
that he viſited the Arrtiſts,' incourag'd their 
diligence, and when finiſh'd, fſenr them to 
Teruſalem.

The feventy Elders, and Arifews, and 4n- 
drew, being come to Alexandria, and the 
Books of the Fewiſh Laws ſhew'd'to Prolomy;

Emetrius Son of Seleucus eſcaping from 
Rome, takes poſſetſion of Tripolis in Sy= 

ria, ſets the Crown upon his own Head, 
was joytully 1eceiv'd by all the people, and 
Amnticchus and Lyſias were deliver'd up to him, 
whom he Cammanded to þe put to Death, 
when Anticchus had Reigned two Years. Tq 
this King Alcim the High-Prieſt, and the A- 
paſtare Fews made great Complaints againſt 
Fudas, and the King ſent Bacchides and Al- 
cim With an Army to kill F«das and his Con- 
federates.

They alſo paid great rel{pets 
to Fonathan, and Alexander conitrain'd him 
ro pur off hs ordinary Habirs, and put on a 
purple Robe, and fir upon a Royal Throne ; 
Commanding his Captains. to walk betore 
him chrough rhe Ciry, and by Proclamation 
forbid every -Man to difoblige him, which 
diſappoinced the maliciaus intentions of thoſe 


' that came to accuſe him, leſt the miſchief 


ſhould fall upon rheir own Heads, for ſo in- 
tirely did Alexander love Fonathan, that he 
gave hin the chicf place among his deargſt 
Friends.

Demetrius Nicanor Wars againſt King 
Alexander. 


N the hundred fixty fifth Year of the Reiga 
of the Greeks, Demetrins Son of Demetrins, 
came out of Candia into Cilicia ; which 4- 
lexander heating, poſts from Phenicia into 
Antioch, to ſecure thoſe parts before Deme- 
rizs could reach rhither. In Cale Syris he 
lefr Apollonizs Danns his Chief Gavernour, 
who coming into Famsia, ſent a Meſlage ro 
Fonathan , and upbraided him for living ar 
eaſe, and mot ſubmitting to the King's Au- 
Z 3 choruy ;

Apell:nizs comes before Jeppa, | and 
by a ſeeming flight and truſting to his Horſe, 
draws Jonarban into Ambuſh ; bur he order'd 
his Men ſo well to defend themſelves with 
their Bucklers, that the Horſemen's Arrows 
did them little damage, and Simon perceiving 
his Advantage, fet upon Apollonizs's Infantry 
and put them all ro the flight, which the 
Horl: diſcerning fled alſo in great diſorder, 


Jonathan purſu'd *em as far as Azor, rook the 
City by aſflaulr, and burnt ir, and many takin 
ſhelrer in the Temple of Dagon, he deſtroy* 


it, by fire, and all thoſe that were therein. 
The number of the Enemies ſlain were about 
eightthouland Men. From thence he March'd 
ro Askelon, and the Inhabirants comirg out 
ro meet ard preſenting him, he (loaden with | 
Spoils) rerurn'd to Jeruſalem. King Alexan- 
der pretending this Action was againſt his 
Order, fent an Ambailador ro Jonathan, - to 
d-lire a Continuation of his Friendſhip, made 
Him rich Prefentrs, and gave Accaron and the 
Adjacent Country to him and his Heirs for 
ever. Avovar the ſame time King Prelome 
Phitemerer rais'd an Army to ſuccour King 
Alexander iis Son-in-law, and in his March 
was Magniiicently entcrtain'd by Alexender s 
Order. J:narbar met him, and notwithſtan-

ſing ra@uniſh him, he withdrew his Daugh- 
ter, entred into an Alliarce with Demetrius, 
and gave him Cleep:tra in Marriage. The 
Avztiochians hating ard Baniſhing Alexander 
out of the Ciry, tor the ſake of the Ammo- 
n:as who had oppreſs'd them, Prelomey pre- 
vail'd upon them to take Demetrius for their 
King, and Alexander coming againſt him and 
Ptolomey, was overcome, and a few days af- 
rer the Fight, Alexander's Head was ſent by 
Zabel an Arabian Prince to Prolomey, which 
much rejoyc'd him, though 'twas bur of ſhorr 
continuance, for he died a lictle after. 
| Demetrius N:conor having ovtain d the 
Kingdom, ſoon diſcover'd his-ill nature to 
Ptolomey's Soldiers, who were forc'd to fly ro 
Alexandria, and leave their Elephants 1n his 
poſſeſſion. Now Jonathan lays Siege to the 
Caſtle of Jer«ſalem, in which was a' Garri- 
ſon of Macedinians 2nd Apoſtate Jews, and 
they complaining to Demetrius , he came 
with an Army againſt Jonatban, but conter- 
ring with Demetrius, on his March ar Ptolo- 
mais' the matter was ccmpos d, he was eſta 
bliſh'd. in the High-Pricſt's Ofkce, and the 
Jews exempted from the greaF{t part of the 
Taxes that were imposd upon them, and 
Demetrius now in Peace Disbands his Army 
which procur'd him the il!

Tr WWY 
phon invades Fudea, brings his Priſoner Fona- 
than with him, and ſends word to Simon, 
that for a Hundred Talents of Silver, and 
rwo of Fonathan's Children, for Hoſtages to 
ſecure his Obedience to the King, he ſhould 
enjoy his Liberty. Simon was not ignorant 
' of Trivbon's ſubtlery and perfidity, yet ro pre- 

vent: unwary Cenſures, ſends both Money 
and the Children, which 7riphon kept, bur 
ſtill detain'd Fonarhas till he came to Gilead, 
and there he flew him. The People mourn'd 
their loſs for many days, and Simor built a 
great Monument of White Poliſh'd Marbl- 
tor his Father, and his Brethren at Modir, 
and there buried the Bones of Fonatbav.

Fews, thar in their private 
Contracts and -Lerrers; rhe Date began, / 
the Firf Year of Simon the Benefattor, and Go- 
wvernor of the Fewiſh Nation, for under his 
Miniſtry they proſper'd greatly. He deſtroy- 
ed Gaza, Foppa, and Famnia, demoliſh'd the 
Cirtadel in Jeruſalem, and levell'd the Hill 
whereon it ſtood.

»« demands the Reaſon, and Eleazar replies, 
becauſe your Mother was @ Captive, under the 
Reign of Antiochus, At this reply, Hircanus 
knowing it to be falſe and ſcandalous, was 
much incens'd againſt the whole Set of the 
Phariſes, believing that Eleszar only ſpoke the 
ſenſe of all the reſt ; and the Offence being 
aggravarcd by one of the Sedduces, he for- 
ſook the Phari/es, aboliſh'd their Principles, 
ſeverely puniſh'd their- Adherents , join'd 
with the Sadduces, and-purchas'd himſelf the 
ill will of all the Phariſes, but Hircanus, and 
they art laſt were reconcil'd, and liv'd after in 
much Peace and Happineſs ; and when he ' 
had Govern'd One and Thirty, Years this 
Principality, he dy'd, kaving Five Sons be- 
hind him. This Man was Honour'd by God 
in Three Extraordinaty Qualifications, giz. 


In 
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Office, and with the Gift of Prophecy, by 
which, he foretold, That his two Eldeſs Sons 


ſhould mot long enjoy the Principality after (GW 


him. 


_ CHAP. XIX. 
Ariſtobulus is Crowned King of the Jews. 


Riftobulns after his Father's Death ſer 
the Crown upon his own: Head, and 
chang'd the Principality of the Jews into an 
Abſolute Monarchy, joyning his Brother An- 
tigonus with him as Companion in the Go- 
vernment, but pur all the reſt of his Brethren 
into Priſon. He alſo ſhut his Mother up in 
Cuſtody, and usd her ſo Cruelly, that ſhe 
was ſtarv'd ro Death for want of Food in 
Priſon ; and Antigomes returning from the 
Army when Ariffobulus was Sick, in great 
State he aſcended the Temple, to pray for his 
Brother's Recovery, which ſome Malicious 
Tempers miſconſtruing, told Arifebulus, that 
his Brother's appearing in ſuch Magnificence 
was a fatal Omen, and could import nothing 
leſs than a deſign againſt his Life, and to U- 
ſurp the Kingdom. "Twas hard for Arifo- 
bulus to credit this Relation ; - however, for 
his own ſecurity, gives order ro his Guards 
to kill any Man that ſhould come to him 
Armed, though it was his Brother ; which 
done, he ſends for his Brother, ro attend bim 
without Weapons, which when: the Queen and 
reſt th Plot againſt Antigonus underftood, 
they perſwade the Meſſenger to fay the con- 
A Aa [rary, 
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trary, namely, That the King * preparing 
Tar deſir'd bim to appear in bis Military 8 
trements, to ſee how well he was Equip 
Service. - Antigonus ſuſpeQing no Intrigue Aa- 
gainſt bim, and relying on his Brather's 
Friendſhipayas Arm'd Cap @ Pe in all his bra- 
very, and coming o'er againſt the Tower 
Straton , where the paſſage was very dark, 
the Soldiers kill'd him. Which ſhews the 
power of Envy and Slander, and whar {ad 
effects it docs produce where it gains Credu- 
lity ; but Ariftcbulys grevoully repented this 
Barbarous Fratricide, and rook it 1o much ro 
heart, that ir caſt him into a ſad Diftemper, 
in which, witty great torment, he vomited 
blood, as if his intrails had been torn in ſun- 
der, and a Servant going to empty the' yo- 
miced blood, by ſtumbling, ſhed it in the ve- 
ry place that had, been ftain'd with his Bro- 
ther's Gore, ' and they that ſaw him trip, 
cry'd aloud, the Page had laid it inthe pro- 
per place. Ariffobulzs hearing the out-cry, 
inquir'd the caufe of ſo great a Shour, and 
none daring 'to relate it, -his awaken'd Con- 
Fcience forc'd out bitter Tears, and wirh 
grievous Sighs, he cry'd oat, My impious and 
horrid a& is not conceal'd from Gcd Almighty, 
and the Puniſhment due f'r. my Brother's Blood 
purſues me; O my ſhameleſs Body, why doſt 0 
long detain my Soul due to my Mother s and Bro- 
ther s Ghoſt ! Groe it up at once, without 
fouring it out ſo often, to thoſe whem I ſo baſe- 
ly Marther d. -And with theſe Words he died, 
after he hgd Reigned one Year.

Alome Relit of Ariffobalus, call'd by the Gow Vw 
Greeks Alexandra, fers Jammzus at Liberty, 
who was alfo call'd Atexaxder, and makes him 
King. This Brother had the unhappineſs 
from his very Youth to be under his Father's 
Difpleaſure, but he intirely lov'd his Sons 
Ariftobulus and Antigonus, as 'tis reported up- 
on this occation. God appearing to Hirca- 
»«s im his Sleep, he defir'd to know who 
ſhoald ſucceed him, and he ſhew'd him the 
appearance of Alexander, at which, Hircanus 
was fo angry, that as ſoon as he was Born, 
he pur him out of his fight, and ſent him in- 
to Galile to be Nurs'd and Educated, who at- 
ter his Brother's Death, injoy'd the Crown, 
flew one of his Brothers'that pretended to it, 
and the other that minded nothing ' but his 
Pleaſures he greatly lov'd and honour'd. As 
{oon as he had ſerri<d his Aﬀairs at home, he 
leads an Army againſt Pto/omas, and the In- 
habitants having no Friend but Zoilus, who 
watch'd an opportunity ro Uſurp the Throne 
whilſt Antiochus Philometer, and Antiochus C;- 
zicenas, Were ſpoyling one another, they ar 
tength ſeek Aid of Prolemey Lathyras, who 
palleſs'd the Iſle of Cyprus ; but Demetrius, a 
Wiſe and Eloquent Man, and in Reputation 
among the Citizens, difiwaded them from fuch 
a dangerous Alliance, leſt in time he ſhould 
row their Maſter, and reduce them into 
taves and Vaſſals.

8o.. Siege and returns to Feruſalem , where he 
CY underhand excites - Cleopatra againſt Prolom 

Lytharus, and openly profeſſes Friendſhip with 
Prolomey ; but this cover'd Deſign being un- 
veil'd , Ptolomey threaten'd Alexander with 
Holtility, and went and Belfieg'd Prolomais, 
who firit invited him to their {:de, and after 
his Arrival, ſkur their Gates againſt him. 
This Siege he left ro the management of his 
Lieutenants, . and with part of his Army 
March'd to invade and plunder Fudea. A- 
lexander perceiving his intentions, . gather'd 
fifty thouſand fighting Men of his own Coun- 
try, and March'd againſt Prolomey, who ſud- 
denly ſetting upon 4zech, a City of Galile, on 
a Sabbath-day, took it by Storm, and car- 
ry'd awayfrom thence ten thouſand Priſoners, 
and great ſtore of pillage.

Cleopatra fearing her Son's Succeſs might be 

faral ro Egypr, whoſe Sovercignty he much 
alfefted, the rais'd an Army, commitrred the 

Charge of it to two Fews, Chelcias, and 4n- 

nanias, and fent her Wi and two Nephews 

with moſt of her Riches ro be ſccur'd in the 

Iſle of Chocs, and March'd to find out Ptole- 

mey, and ſo counterplotted all his Deſigns, 

that ſhe ſoon drove him our of Egypr, and 

forc'd him ro Winter in Gaza. In the mean 

time, ſhe Beſteges and takes Prolomair, that 

had lately been taken by her Son. _ Thither 
Alexander came to pay his ReſpeCts toClecpa- 

tra, who notwithſtanding all advices to the 
contrary, ſhe rreared kindly. Now Alexan- 

der deliver'd from his fears of Ptolomey, he 

leads his Army inte Calo Syria, takes Gadara 

and Amath, but was ſurpriz'd by Theodon, Son 

of Zeno, who ſlew ten thouſand Jews, and 
plunder'd Alexander's Baggage. Not diſhear- 

ren'd at this loſs, he allautts and rakes Repbia, 
Amutbeden, and Gaza, and ſpoil'd the Country 

round abovurt ir, deſtroy'd the Inhabitants, 

levelF'd the City, and return'd to Feruſalem. 

Abour this time Azticchus Gryphus died, by 

the Treaſon of Herac/eon, and was fucceed- 

ed by his Son Seleucus. He War'd againſt his 

Unkle S;zicens, and flew him ; bur his Son 
Amiechus reveng'd his Father's Death, drove 
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AN him out of Syria, and flying into Cilicis, and 
ra 5 exaCting 2 great Summ from the Citizens of 
B rs Cix Mdopſeates, they were fo incens'd againſt him 

'>7. That they fer his Palace on fire, and burnt kim 
LV and his Friends to afhes. Whilſt Amtiochas 

Son of Syzicenus Reign'd in Syria, another 
Anticchus Brother to Seleucus, War'd | 
him, bur he and his Army were all pur rothe 
Sword. After him Philip his Son roqk the 
Crown, and govern'd in fome places of Syrie. 
In the mean rime Pgolomey Lathyrus ſent tq 
Guidus for his fourth Brather Demetrius Exu- 
earus, and made him King of Damaſcus.  A- 
ainſt theſe rwo-Brothers Antiochus made 2 
our reſiſtance, bur died ſhortly after ; and 
his rwo Brothers Demetrius and Philip poſſef- 
ſed Syria. As for Alkxander, his own Sub- 
jets RebelFd againft bim, and in Contempr- 
pelred him with Citrons, as he was Offict- 
ating at the Alrar on the Feaſt of Taberna- 
cles, upbraided him with unficneſs for the 
Prieſtly Fun&ion, and he movy'd with theſe 
Diſgraces, put to Death three thouſand Mu- 
_ riniers, and fenc'd himſelf in the Temple, 
thar none durſt apprehend him ; but the more 
he ſought ro pleaſe rhem the more they were 
inrag'd againit him, for what they'd fuffer'd 
from him ; fo that when he demanded of 
them bat they'd hawe- him do, with one voice 
they cry d out, be ſhould Ell bimſelf, and there- 
upon ſent to Demetrius Euterus IO beg his fa- 
your ard aſliſtance. ' ths. =

fled ro ther Mountains, and Demctrins hear.

rhemſclves, and Alexander ſtill prevailing a- 
gainſt them, art length coop'd up the belt a- 
mong them in the City of Benhows, rook the 
City, ' and having brought! 'enx into Subje- 
&ion, lead them into Ferufatker, and whalſt 
he feaſte& with his Concubines in publick 
tight, Commanded eight hundred of them 
to be Crucifed, and before their eyes while 
yet alive, caugd their Wivesand- Childrens 
Throars ro be. cur, to: revengt the wrongs he 
had ſuſtain'd by their Rebellion ; but inthis 
AXQtion he tranſgrels'd the bounds of Huma- 
nity, and incurr'd the guilt of BarbarianCru- 
eley, which could nc'tr be abliterared, for 
they rrualy call'd him Tihracidias, viz. as Crael 
as a Thracian, and this Name indur'd' among 
the -Fews as long as heliv'd among; thens ; 
though ar length they were reconcil'd, and h- 
peaceably govern'd- rhe Kingdbm all his re- 
maining days; bur Demerrias Warring ag zinlt 
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AAA his Brother Philip, was overcome, his Coun- 
ears therry ſpoild, and he ſent Priſoner to Mirbridates, 
Brfere Gy, WHO Was then King of Parthia, where he dy- 

77. ed, and Philip having Won the Kingdom, 
WY WV ruled over Syria. 


CHA P. XXII 
Divers Wars of the Kings of Syria. 


Nriochns Dienyſcus Brother ro Philip, with 
the Aſſiſtance of AMilifas, made himſelf 
Maſter of Damaſcus ; but proving ungrateful 
ro Mil:fius, he ſhur the Gares againſt him, 
and kept it for Anticchus, who coming with 
a great Army out of Arabia, was incountred 
by Alexander, loſt his Life, and his Army re- 
tiring to the Borough Cana, many of them 
periſh'd with hanger. Once more Alexander 
atteraptgd againſt the City of Dien and rook 
it ; and march'd from thence to Eſſs, where 
Zeno had hoarded up his Riches, and took it 
by force; next he overcame Gazlana and Se- 
leucia, made himſclf Maſter of the Valley An- 
rzochus, with the Fortreſs of Gamala, diſpol- 
ſeſſed Demetrius of his Government, and by 
reaſon 'of his brave exploits was welcom'd 
to his own Country. 

Abour the ſame rime the Fews were in poſ- 
ſcſſion of the Cities of Syria, Idumea,and Phe- 
wicia; of the Tower of Straton, Apollonia, 
Joppa, famnia, Azoa, Gaza, Anthedon, Raphis 
and Rhznocurs, all bordering upon the Sea ; 
and in the main Land had great polſleilions in 
Idumas, Samaria, Moab, Seleucia, and Cilicia, 
and now tho' Alexander fell fick of a Surfeir 
caught by Drunkennefs, and was —_ on 
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the Camp, till wearied with Toil and Labour, 
he died on the borders of the Gereſons, as he 


roaching Death withour hopes of recovery, 
- the miſery rhart ſhe, and her Childron were 
like vo be reduced to after his Death ; ſhe be- 
moaned her ſelf 'ro him after this manner. 
To whom will you leave both me and your Chil- 
dren, or why ſhould we ſurvive ſince you know 
the hearts of your Subjefs are ſet againſt us. The 
King comforted her, and gave her this Ad- 
vice. If you intend to ſecure the Government 
zo your ſelf and Children, conceal my death from 
the Soldiers, till you have taken this Caſtle, then 
warch in Triumph to Jeruſalem, and confer ſome 
Eminent Authority upon the Phariſcs, ſhew the 
People my dead Body, bid them diſpoſe of it after 
their 6wn pleaſure, and tell them you will do 
nothing in the adminiſtration of lick affairs, 
but with their conſent and approbation ; and by 
this means my Corps will be Magnificiently 
buried, and you Reign in great ſecurity. 
And with this advice he finiſhed his days, af- 
cer he Reigned twenty ſeven, and liv'd forty 
pine Years,

FTER ghe death of Queen Alex- 
andra, Ariftobulus makes War upon 
his Brother Hircanus , the High- 
Prieſt, and in a Bartle fought near 

Ferico, many of Hircanus's Soldiers deſerting, 
and raking Arms under Ariftobulus, he won 
the Victory, and Hircanus fled into the higher 
Fortreſs in Feruſalem, where Alexander had 
impriſon'd the Wife and Children of Arifto- 
bulus, upon his firſt revolting ; and the reſt 
of the FaCtion retiring themſelves into the 
Precincts of the Temple, were beſieg'd and 


taken. Afterwards a Peace was concluded

TA THilt Afﬀairs were thus ranſacling; be. 
rween . the Brothers, Pompey 
Scaurus into Syria, being himſelf derain'd in a

Riſtobulus hearing that Pompey - 
A ing _ Celoſyris to Damaſcus 
he ſent him a Preſent of great Value, namely, 
a Golden Vine worth Five Hundred Talents, 
which Strabo the Cappadocean does alſo men- 
tion. Soon after came other Ambaſſadors to 
Pompey. Antipater from Hircanus, and Nico- 
demus from Ariſtobulus, complaining againſt 
Gabinizs and Scaurns for taking Brides ut 
Pompey defer'd* hearing the matrer till. the 
Spring ; and when he came to Damaſcus, he 
gave Audience to the Fews, ' and their Princes 
who were all at Variance. The Jews com- 
plained ro” Pompey againſt them both, that 
they had alrer'd rhe form of their Govern- 
ment, and whereas they ought to obey Gods 
Prieſts, they had brought rhggn in Subjection 
co themſelves, and endeavour to inſlave the 
Nation. Hircamss complain'd that being the 
Eldeſt Son, he was deprived of his Inheritance 
by the Younger, and had bur a ſmall of 
che Conndythe his Allowance, becauſe Ari- 
fobulms had ſeized the reſt by force, and ro 
this Accuſation a Thouſand of the Principal 
Jews ( at the Inſtance of Amntipater ) had ſub- 
cribed. Ariſtobulus anſwer'd that Hircanxs 
was diſpoſeſt of the Kingdom for natural de- 
fats and incapacity , and that the Govern- 
ment was forc'd upon him to prevent the 
Uſurparion of others, and that he claim'd no 
other Title than what: his Father Alexander 
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enjoy'd ; bur for Witneſſes produc'd arrogarit AA

He alſo ſhew'd particular kindneſs to Ariftobu- 

lus, leſt he ſhould perſwade the People to ſtop 

his paſhge into Nabathea, which notwith- 
tanding came. to paſs by the Soliciration of 
Ariftobulus, who contrary to Pompey's Order, 

went into the City Delion, and from thence 


into Tudea ;

Wh Pompey hearing was much dif- 
pleas'd with Ari/:bulrs, and lead his 
Army againſt him to a ſtrong Caſtle, on the 
top of a Mountain call'd Alexandrion, whi- 
ther Arifobulus was retir'd, and ſent for him 
to parley; who perſwaded by his Friends 
not to War againft the Romans, went down 
to him, and after he had debared his Title 
with' his Brother, Pompey permitted his re- 
rurn tothe Caſtle. This he did ſeveral rimes, 
always flattering Pompey with the hopes he 
had of the Kingdom, but in the mean time 
Fortify'd the place, leſt Pompey ſhould deter- 
mine in fayour of Hircanus.

T H E Inhabitants of Feru/alzm wete di- 
vided in their Opinions, ſome were 
for admiring Pompey into the City; and thoſe 
of Ariftobulws's Party were for oppoſing him, 
becauſe he had made A4riſtobalxs a Priſoner ; 
and this Faction prevailing, they enter the 
Temple, break down the Bridge between it 
and the City, and reſolve to defend them- 
ſelves. The other Party open their Gates, 
and deliver the City and the King's Palace 
into Pompey's Pollcflion, who makes prepara- 
tion to batter the Temple, and having fill'd 
up the Ditch, and raz'd their Bullwarks, and 
Rampiers wich Machiaes they brought trom 
Thre, the Romans threw great ſtone Bullets a- 
gainft the Temple ; bur the Romans had not 
{o ſoon raz'd their Batteri:s, and finiſh'd their 
Counterſcarps, if the ſtrict obſervation of the 
Sabbath had not hinder'd the Befieg' d Fews, 


from making any oppoiition againtt the Be- 


kegers on that Holv-day : which the Romans 
obſerving, made uſe. of it to their no ſmall 
Advantage, and hercby 'tis eafic ro Collect 
how Devout our Nation are in the Obſerva- 
tion of the Divine Law, who neither to gain 
an Advantage, or prevent a danger, will dil- 
pence with their Duty to God; for ia all 
this time of the Siege, they never omitted 
(upon what occaſion ſoever) their daily Sa- 
crifices, and when the Temple was taken, 
and the Enemy kill'd all they mer, the Prieſts 
rather chaſe to die ſerving at the Alrar, than 
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AAA fave their Lives by flying or tranſgreſling the 
Fear s* *"* Ordinances of God. And that this may not

ro make him King of Fudea, when the War ' 
was ended between themſelves, and Antonias, 
and Cz2ſar the younger. Malichus dreading 
Antipater's pawer, Ccorrupts Hircanus 's Butler, 
he poiſons Antipater, and Malichus makes 
himſelt Maſter of the Ciry.

ASSIUS being inform'd by Herod of 
Amtipater's death, and knowing Mali- 
chus tobe a wicked and malicious Perſon, he 
orders Hered to revenge it, and alfo ſehr ſe- 
cret Lerters ro his Captains ro aid and affiſt 
Herod, in executing thar part of Juſtice. Now 
Caſſius having taken Leodices, Herod expeCt- 
ed that Malichus ſhould tlien have receiv'd his 
puniſhment; but Malichus ſuſpefting their 
Deſigns, was going to make an Inſurrefion 
in Tyre; and Hered perceiving his Intention, 
he was follow'd by the Captains, and they 
ſtab'd him, which ſo aſtonith'd Hircanus he

one by Caſſins's Order, he revil'd Malichas 
as 2 Traitor, and highly prais'd the ACtion. 
Now when Caſfius was march'd out of Syria, 
Felix who was left with an Army in Fer«/a- 
lm, warr'd againſt Phoſelus, bur in the En- 
counter-was beaten, ſhut up in a Tower, and 
rcleas'd upon compolition.

NTIGONUS Son of Ariſtobulus, ha- 
ving rais'd an Army, hired Fabizxs, and 
aſliſted by Marion, who Tyraniz'd in Syria, 
Herod marches out againſt him, drives him 
from all his Lodgments, and diſmiſſes the Ty- 
rians kindly, out of a dear reſpe& he had to 
that City; and then fought Antigonus, and 
overcame him before he had reach'd the 
marches of Fades ; drove him utterly from his 
hopes, and the Country, and march'd 'n 
Triumph ro Feruſalem, where Hircanis and 
all the People preſented him with Crowns; 
for now Hircanus reſpected Herod as related 
ro him, being ro Marry Mariamne Daughter 
of Alexander, Son of Ariſtobulus, and Alex- 
andre, Hircanus's Daughter ; on whom he 
deger rwo Sons, and three Daughters; and 
ore her he had a Wife of his own Nation 
call'd Dcris, on whom he begor Antipater his 
Eldeſt Son.

"A - come Caſſius near the City of Philipph, 
Ceſar marches into France, - and Antonius 1000

CHA P. XXII, 
Antonius falls in Love with Cleopatra. . 


NTO NIUS coming into Syria, Was 
A met by Cleopatrs, whoſe accomplith- 
ments captivated his affections. Ar the ſame 
rime alſo came a hundred of the chiefeſt a- 
mong the Fews, ro complain againſt Phaſelns 
and Herod, and brought with them one of 
their moſt celebrared Orators to plead their 
Cauſe, and Meſſala undertook the young 
Mens Defence : And when Antonixs had 
heard both their Pleadings, and by inquiring 
of Hircanus (who was alſo there) had farisfy'd 
himſelf, that Hered's Party had greateſt re- 
ſpe to the publick good, he eſtabliſh'd the 
rwo Brothers Governors ol Fudea, and would 
have puniſh'd the Fews with death, if Hered's 
Interceſſion had nor prevenred ir. But the 
Fews unfatisfy'd with theſe proceedings, 
came again with ten thouſand of their Afſo- 
ciates to Antonins, in the City of Tyre, to re- 
inforce their former Complaints; But .5nto- 
nivs already Corrupted by ſtore of Money 
from Phaſelus and Herod, he refus'd to give 


them Audience, and on the contrary; com- 
GCC 3 mardcd 
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FAA manded them to be puniſh'd, for maki 
7.51 2*new diſturbances, and canfirm'd Hered's Go, 
B fore Che vernment ; 'wha then advis'd the Fews to de- 

39. fit from their appeal leaſt miſchief befe] 
LY them ; bur they diſregarding his admonation, 
certain Fews in the City ran upon them, 
killd ſome, wourd:d others, and the reſt 
fied into their own Country, and for time to 
come liv'd very peaceably. The Year fol- 
lowing Pachorss the King's Son, and Barza- 
pharnes a Prince among the Parthians, invaded 
and ſciz'd upon Syria ; and at the ſame time 
Prolomy Son of Nenneus dy'd, and Lyfias his 
Son Reign'd in his ſtead, who confederated 
with Ant.gonus Son of Ariſtobulus. 

Antigenus having promis'd the Parthians a 
Thouſand Talents of Silver, and Five hundred 
Women, it they would dcthrone H:rcanss, 
kill Herod and his Friends, and put him in 
paikſſion of the Kingdom ; they accept his 
Ofcr, and Pachorws and Bergapharnes lead an 
Army towards Fudea, where certain 'Fews 4- 
bout Mount Carmel joyning with Antigonus, 
they preſs into Feru/alm, whom Phaſelw 
and Zera4 repuling in the Market-place, 
drove them into the Temple, and in many 
Skirmiſhes /nt.gemes's party had ſtill the wort 
on't, by the grear Valour of Phaſelus. Pacho- 
ras With a imall Party enters Feruſalem, and 
ander pretence of accommodating diffe- 
rexces, though iis deſign was againit Herod, 
he perſwades Hircanus and Phaſeius, tO g0 
as Amoalſadors to Barzaphermes, who would 
recorcil: the digerirg Parties. And they 
ſuip=Ring no ditſimulation ar Treachcry, 
pake 2 Journey 70 him, a +" 
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firſt gave them Preſents, entertain'd them FRA 
friendly, bur ſoon praRtis'd Treachery, which 7:79 the 
Phaſzlus underſtanding , told Barzapharnes, yz.

a5!e Friends and Soldiers went. to Petrs, the 
chiefeſt Ciry of Arabia. Next Morning the 
Parthians inform'd of Herod's and his Friends 
departure, they plunger all the City except 
Hircanus's Treaſure, which amounted to three 
hundred Talents,and ruin'd the adjacentCoun- 
try, and the wealthy City of Mariſſs. Anti- 
gonus thus .inthron'd by the Parthians, Hirca- 
rus and Phaſelus were deliver'd Priſoners to 
him, and he fearing leſt Hircams might in 
time be reftor'd to the Prieſthood, caus'd his 
Ears to be cut off®and ſo made him uncapa- 
ble of ic. © For by our Law none is qualited 
to diſcharge thar Office, that-is defeQive in 
any Member ;- þut the Courage of Phaſelzs 
3s worthy Admixaticn, who knowing he 
muſt be pur ro death, and' being faſt iron'd 
coald find no other way ro die, rather than 
ſuffer his'Enemies to diſpatch. him, he bear 
out his Brains againſt a ſtone, and died with 
as much Honour-as could be gain'd in ſuch 
3 ſireight, prevented his Enemy from Tyran- 
nizing over him, and ended his days with 
great Content, when he' knew his Brother 
w2s alive, who could revenge his Blood up- 
on his Enemics. Hered in hopes to procure 
Money to pay his Brother's Ranſome, ad- 
dreſſes himictt tro Malchus King of Arabia, 
whom he had ſometime oblig'd 1n a greater 
inſtarce ; bur he refus'd him Money, or leave 
to ſtay in his Dominions. Not long after 
2 9 | hearing 
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went tO Rome and polleſs'd Antonius with the 
Hiſtory of all the Occurrences that had hap- 
pen'd in Fudea, and Feruſalem, praying his 
Aſſiſtance in this extremity. 

Ceſar and Antonius both eſpouſing Herod's 
cauſe, our of reſpe& to their great Friend 
Antipater his Father, who had ferv'd the Ro- 


ans On divers eminent occaſions, and be- 


cauſe Herod had promis'd large Summs of 
Money in requital ro Antonize, if by his pro- 
curement he was now made King, as he had 
been declar'd © Tetrarch. The Roman Scnate 
hearing that Antigonus in Contempt of their 
Power, had receiv'd the Kingdom from the 
Parthians, declar'd Antigonus an Enemy to the 
Romans, and Decreed Herod ſhould be King of 
the Jews, the hundred eighty fourth. Olym- 


piad, Caius Domitins Cakoimus twice Conſul, 


_ Caius Afinius Pollio being that Year Con- 
uk. 

While Aﬀairs were thus agitating among 
the Romans, Antigonns Beſiegerh Foſeph, He- 
rod's Brother, and thoſe that were in Maſſa- 
da Caſtle. The Beſieged had plenty of Provi- 
fions, but being oppreſs'd for want of Wa- 
ter, Foſeph and two hundred more had 
thoughts of flying from ir ;. bur God ſend- 
ing a mighty ſhower of Rain thar repleniſh'd 
all their 'Ciſterns, they took © Courage, ard 
by often ſallying and by ſurprize, flew grear 
numbers of their Enemies. Ar that time Ver- 
tidivs a Reman Captain, being ſent into Aſſy- 
ria, worm'd Antigonus out of Ccontiderable 
Summs of Money, for fear he ſhould create 
him new Troubles 5 before the Parthians 
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hearing of his Brother's untimely Death, he FRA 
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Adedahom he expected could come to his Aſfi-

WIN Herod returns into Judea. 


EROD returnjng from Rome to Profp- 

max , many Strangers and his own 
Country-men joyn'd with him, and receiy-. 
ing alſo fome glliſtance from the Rowan, 
Ventidius, and Silo, he Maxch'd toward the 
relief of Mefſada, where his Parents and 
Friends were B:ſieg'd by Aztigonus ; and ha- 
ving took Fopps in his way, raisd the 
Siege and took the Fort of Reſp, he March'd 
to Feruſalem, and made Proclamation to thoſe 
on the Walls, That be came nat to revenge In- 
quries, but for the publick good, and therefore of- 
fer'd his genera! Pardon to all that ſubmitted ; 
co which Antiganus addreiling himiclf ro Sils, 
and the Reman Soldiers, made anſwer, Thet 
the Romans contrary to all Right and Cuſtom, 
had made Herod, an Idumean, and but balf a 
Jew, King, ard both fGides growing into re- 
praachful Language againlt each other, Ant; 
genus's Soldiers by mary flights of Arrows 
drove them from before the Wall, and Site 
apparently diſcovering he had been corrupted 
by 4ntigorus, Herod was forc'd ro raiſe his 
Sieg-, and having ſubdu'd all Galile, and 
drove his Enemies our cf thai Country, he 
ent his Ariy into Winter Quarters ; but as 
ſoon as the Seaſon was fit for Aﬀtion, Herd 
kad his Mcn againſt thoſe Thieves and kob- 
bers that ſheiter'd themfclves in Dei.s, and 
Caycs, in inaccellible Clitts, and ſharp poinges 
ROCKS, 


I- 
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Rocks, and having let down his Soldiers from Fawn 
the tops of the Mountains in Cheſts to the 77 ff the 


mouths of the Caves , they by dragging out 
che Thieves with Hooks, throwing Fire, and 
ſhooting Arrows into their Dens, at length 
kill'd rhem all ; among which, was an Old 
Man that bitterly revil'd Herod, and reproach- 
ing him with the meaneſt of his extraction, 
ſcorn'd his offer'd Pardon,and preferin Death 
*before Slavery, kill'd his Wife, and ſeven 
Sons, as they were going out of the Cave to 
ſubmit themſelves to Herod, and this done, 
threw himſclf from the Rocks and daſh'd 
himſelf ro pieces. Now Herod made Prolomey 
General of the Army in that Country ; bur 
his Arms being attended with ill fucceſs, He- 
red ſet upon thoſe that waſted the Marches 
of Galile, (ew them, and forc'd the Cities 
to buy their Peace. About this time Antoni- 
«s having kill'd Pacchorus and deſtroy'd his 
Army, ' he ſent Maccheras to afliſt Herod, but 
he. being corrupted by Antigenus, rather in- 
jur'd than berter'd Hered's Aﬀairs, therefore 
March'd to find out Antonius who was 
then Belicging Samoſera, and being within 
two days March of the place, he tound an 
Ambuſh was laid for him, which he valiant- 
ly defeated. Coming to Antonias he did him 
great Honour, highly commended his Va- 
lour and Conduct in that Rencounter, and 
Commanded Scefius to athſt him. Seſius aC- 
cordingly fent rwo Legions into Fudea, and 
ſoon follow'd with the reſt of the Army. 
In this time Fojeph Herod"'s Brother unadvilcd- . 
ly __ ro Fight Antigonus's Party, he 
Was lain and his Party Routed, which a 
704 
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camp'd near the place, feafted his Oth 
27. d after retiring to his Lodging, the Roof of 
TH the Houſe fell down without hurting any in 
ir, and: that deliverance poſſe(s'd his Follow: 
ers with an Opinion that be was beloved of 
God. The next Morning fix thouſand of his 
Enemies deſcended from rhe Mountains, af-. 
frighred the Romans, and their forlorn hope 
chaſing Herod's Soldiers with Darts and Stones, 
he was wounded in the Thigh with an Ar- 
row. Antigonus {ending out Pappus with 
ſome Soldiers in*'a Bravado, as if he had 
more Troops than, he wanted, and drawing 
near Macchares ; Herod having took five Ci- 
ries and kill'd rwo thouſand of his Enemies, 
March'd againſt Pappus, who was then in a 
Village call'd Iamas, and came boldly our' to 
meet him. With them Herod fought, gain'd

CH A P. XXVL

Fter the Solemnization of Herod's Mar- 
riage, he aſliſted by Sofiws and the 
Romeas Legions, laid cloſe Siege to Feruſalem, 
with an Army of eleven Legions of Foor, 


fix thouſand Horſe,beſides the Auxiliaries thar 


came our of Syria. The Beficged Jews ſhew'd 
bravery in repeated Sallies, and good 
ud, in cut off Proviſions from the Ene- 
my by private Excurſions, and when neceffi- 
ty brought them to cloſe fighting, they 
ſhew'd no leſs Courage than the Rowan Sol- 
diers, though they were lefs skilful in Mar- 
ſhal Diſcipline. Where the Wall was beaten 
down they built ir New, countermin'd their 
Enemies, fought with them under ground 
hand to hand, and through deſpair made a 
ſtour reſiſtance againſt Enemies without, and 
Famine within the Walls ; for this Siege ney.

mans diſpleas'd that the Sicge had continu'd 
fo lon nd the Herodians Warm'd with de- 
fires of Revenge, incourag'd the Rowians to 
deftroy all that were on the cofitrary party, 
ſo thar Death reign'd in every Quarter, and , 
Porches and Houſes were cram'd with dead 
and gaſping Jews, nor had the Religious we 
verence due to the Temple of God, pow 
co proteR the Votaries that fled ro it for : fake. 
ty ; but without ſenſe of Humanity or Com- 
paſſion, they Murder'd Young and Gld, Rich 
and Poor, and notfo much as Women or In- 
fants eſcap'd their Bloody Hands, and Bar- 
barous 'Crueltics ; nor could the King' $ Com- 
hand reftrain them. 

Amtigonus ſeeing his own danger deſcends 
from his Tower, and on his Knees humbled 
himlclf ro Sefins, who ſcoff'd-at his Miſcries, 
and call'd him * Madam Antigens, — 
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Guard as if he had been a Woman, bat bound 
him faſt rhatr he might nor | 
Herod this while imptoy'd his urmo 
in perfwading the Soldfers from 
havock among the petsple; and in þ 
the Temple ; and was more rroubkd in 
ing a Conqueror, "than if he had been over. 
come z therefore went to Sefius , beſerrbimme 
him to preſerve che Termple and City, of ele tht 
Romaits woald leave . bim King of « Defif\ 
and that he wals'd the Life of he'of bis C 
zens before the Monurthy of the whole Wort. 
To which Secfius anſwer'd, 'Twas requiſite tht

Thefe Calamirics befel Jeruſalem, 
in the hundred fifty eighth Olympiad, Mar- 
cus Aprippa, and Canidius Gallus being Con- 
ſuls ; which is very remarkable, on thar 
very day which Pompey twenty ſeven Years be- 
fore Conquer'd Jeruſalem.Sofims offer'd a Crown 
of Gold to God and March'droward Antonius, 
carrying Antigenius with him a Priſoner ; bur

{ op Prieſt-hood according to our Law, 
being once confer d, cught not to be aliena- 
ted during the Life of the firſt Incumbent ; and 
Herod in diſplacing Amar, and promoting 
Ariſtobulus, was the third that ever offended in 
char kind ; and though he thought by this 
Expedient to allay the diſcontents of his Fami- 
I, yet nothing leſs was the reſult of his con- 
rrivance, for they all liv'd in ſuſpicion of one 
another. Hered was always in dread of In- 
novations from Alexandra, therefore con- 
fin'd her to her Palace, fer ſpies upon all her 
a8tions, even to the very Expences of her Ta- 
ble ; and ſhe abhorring this uneaſineſs writes 
9 Cleopatra to relieve her. Cleoparra delires 
tr and her S02to comet herin Fgypr, with 
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all imaginable priv 
cauſes two Cons to be made, in which ſhe 
incloſes her ſelf and' Son, and commands her

magnanimity of mind forgave the Offence, 
yet refoly'd to deftroy Ari/fobulus, as foon as 
his Plot was ſecurely form'd. | 

The Feaſt of Tabernacles was now at Hand, 
and during that time Herod diſſembl'd his 
Malice ; but all the People ſhewing extraor- 
dinary relipeR to Ariſtobulns, who then mini- 


fired ar the Altar, and being unable to con- 


ceal the Joy they had, to ſee one of the Royal 
Blood again in that Office, they broke our in- 
to Acclamarions, which increas'd Herod's 
fuſpicion, and put him upon a more ſpeedy 
execution of his Treachery. As ſoon as the 
Feaſt was over, he made a Viſit to Alexandra 
at Fericho, and counterfeited Youthful Sports 
and Plays with Ariftobulus ; till both growing 
weary at their Fuvenal Fxercifes, they walk d 
our to take Refreſhment in the open Air; 
and finding a pleaſant ſhade under Arbours 
adjoining to Fiſh-Ponds, wherein ſome of 
their Friends and Servants were Swimming, 
Ariſtcbulus perſwaded to it by Herod, went in 
and Swam among them ; and Herod's Conte- 
dzrates, who were authoriz'd ro perpetrate 
the murther, laid hands on him, pur him un- 
der water, and pretending only to duck him 
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the City were caſt into an unexpreſlible ſur- 
prize and ſorrow ; but above all, when A- 
lexandra heard the wicked deed, ſhe was fo 
extreamly © paſſionate, and* wounded with 
grief and ſorrow, thar ſhe was often near 
diſparching her-felf with her own hands ; but 
through far of greater miſchiefs, and in 
hopes tro gain an advantage of revenging his 
Death, ſhe moderated her ſorrow, and wilſe- 
ly ſecm'd ro bo unconcern'd for her ineſtima- 
ble loſs. Herod alſo counterfeited. his re- 
fentments to a miracle ; and by a magnificent 
Funeral, md-avour'd to perſwade all his Re. 
lations, that he had no hand in accompliſh- 
ing his Murthcr. 

Bur all Herod's outward ditfimulation had 
no cfie& inallaying A4lexandra's rcal AfiRti- 
on ; bur meditating a Revenge, ſhe acquaints 
Cleopatra with Herod's Treachery, and her 
S0n $ murther ; and Chepatrs importuning 
Antonius tO revenge the death of Ariftobulss, 
Herod is ſ\uminon'd to anſwer the Accuſfation 
at Laodicea: and as ſuon as Hered hed left 
the Government of the Kingdom in the hands 
of his Unkle Feſeph, with command to kill 
Zd4criamne his Wite if he ſhould dye, whom 
(25 he pretenced) he fo dearly lov'd, he could 
| | | | not 
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not ſuffer any Man to injoy her after his 
death ; and having openly declar'd, that all 
his miſery aroſe from Antonius's Paſſion, and 
admiration of Mariamne's Beauty, he pro- 
ceeded on his Journey. That Mariamne mult 
be kill'd if any miſcheif befel Herod, Foſeph 
relates privately to the Women, as an Argu- 
ment of Herod's great affection for her ; but 
it receiv'd a Juſter interpretation from Alex- 
andra, and Mariamne, who knew it the Con- 
ſequence of his Jealouſy and Malice. In He- 
rod's abſence a Report was ſpread, that Anto- 
z»ius had put him to the Torture, but Letters 
from him ſoon contradifted that Relation, 
and contrary to all Mens expeQation gave 
aſſurance of his ſafety : For as ſoon as he 
came. thither, with great Preſents he appeas'd 
Aztonins's diſpleaſure, and procur'd his own 
Indempnity : And when Cleopatra urg'd the 
baſcnebs of the Crime, Antonins aniwer'd, 
there was no rea;on a King ſhould be puniſh'd 
for what he atted in his own Kingdom, for that 
would make the Royal Power too precarious, and 
alſo added, that 'twas not fit for her to make too 
curious a. ſcrutiny into. the Government of King- 
doms: So that Herod return'd to. Feruſalem 
with greater marks of Antonius's Favour, than 
he could pretend too betore this Accuſarion. 
His Siſter Salome and his Mother, acquainted 
Herod with all tranſa&tions in his abſence, and 
infinuated an indecent familiarity between 
Toſeph and Mzriamne ; but ſhe clearing her 
own Integrity, and Herod willing: to beiteve 
it, he embrac'd her with great findneſs, ard 
made deep proteſtations of his {incere AtteCti- 
on to her ; but when the told him "wes an il

About the ſame time were great Troubles 
and Revolutions in all Syria, occafion'd by the 
inſatiable covetouſneſs of Cleopatra ; for Anto- 
nius loving her extreamly, ſhe put him ppon 
doing ſevere things to gratific her Avarice and 
Ambition. She poyſond her own Brother and 
Succeſſor at Fifteen Years of age, and ſlew (by 
Anronius's #reans ) ber Siſter Arſinoe, as ſhe was 
worſhiping in Diana's Temple. She rob'd the 
Temple of the Gods; and the Sepulchers of the 
Dead, to increaſe ber own Treaſure ; and was ſo 
much a Slave to this (ſordid Humour, that all the 
Riches of the Werld ſeem'd too inconſiderable to 
ſatisfy ber Covetouſneſs, and Antiocchgs was fo 
bewuch'd by her allurements, that neglect- 
ing his own Honour and Repurartion, he often 

excceded the bounds of Juſtice, and common 
Prudence, to gratifie her unlimited griping 
humour. Now | 

Having obtain'd large Grants'from Ante- 
#ins, and accompanied him in part of his 
Travels ro Armenia, Clecpatra took a progreſs

and condutt her in her way towards Egypr. 
When Antonius had ſubdu'd Armenia, he tent 
Artabaces, and all the Children of Tygranes 
Priſoners into Egypt, and with all the rich 
Jewels he had taken, preſented them to Clec- 
patrs: And the Contributions which Anton;- 
us had oblig'd Herod to pay her as his ſafeſt 
Courſe, he diſcharg'd with great exactnels ; 


' bur the Arabjans, who at firſt paid two 


hundred Talents for this uſe, grew negligent, 
and ſcarce made payment of a Moiety. 

Aretas King of Arabia, thus neglecting to 
diſcharge his Obligations, Herod threatens 
him with a War, but defers the time till rhe 
controverſy was determin'd berween Auguſtzs 
Ceſar and Antonius, who both Aſpir'd to, thet

Cauſes ; none of you were injur d by that acci- 
dent, and being vreſerw'd in that Diſaſter, why

Theſe perſwaſions gave ſuch Life 
co the Fews Hopes and Courage, that they 
bravely artack'd the Arabians, flew Five 
Thouſand upon.the ſpor, drove the reſt into 
rheir Fortreſs, where being oppreſs'd with 
Thirſt, many  forſook the Trenches, and in 
five days, Four Thouſand yielded themſelves 
Priſoners.

For having loſt his only Friend, he could 
expett nothing leſs than to be involv'd in his 
Misfortunes. His*Friends with all their Art 
could not conceal their Sorrow, nor his E- 
nemies their Joy in hopes of a better Admi- 
niſtration, and now is Herod driven to the 
laſt neceſſiry co ſecure his Dominion, and 
preſerve his intereſt in the Kingdom, and 
that was by cutting off Hircanw, the only 
Surviving Branch of the Family ; and whilſt 
he was tormenting himſelf to find a prerence 
to Execute this Conſpiracy, an occaſion is 
offer'd by Hircanus's Dependants. Hircanus 
was of a mild and gentle Temper, and du- 
ring his whole Life, would never intermed-

- Food brought inthe Peſtilence, of which _ 
bs 3 caſc 
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caſe many died ; but in this, Herod's care TAR 


was extraordinary in ſupplying the Necelli- 
ries: of the people, that he ropes 'muCh of z,/ 
the. good Opinion he had forfeired by his. - 


Innovations, Miſmanagement, and Tyranny. C5WV 


He melred down all his Gold and Silver Plate, 
nat ſparing the very Diſhes and Urenfils for 
his own Table , converted them into Mo- 
ney, and ſent it into Egypt to buy Corn, for 
the uſe of the Sick and Needy ; beſides 
he made Proviſion for thoſe thar could not 
dreſs their Food themſelves, Charitably cloth'd 
all that were Naked , ſuccour'd all accor- 
ding to their Age, Degree, and Quality, and 
by this means won the Love of his Subjetts, 
and Strangers, and for a whilz utterly defac'd 
the Memory of his former unkindnetſes. His 
Country recovering its former Health' and 
Plenty, he ſent Czar five hundred of his'own' 
Guards, which were very uſeful ro him in 
his Wars with the Arabians. He builr a Roy- 
al Palace in the higher parr of the Ciry, and 
falling in Love wich the Daughter of Simon 
a Cirizen, and Son of ' Bethas the Alexandrj- 
an, Who was the Beaurifulleſt Virgin of thar 
Age, he firſt dignified her Father with che Of- 
fice of High-vricſt, and then <ſpouſed her. 
He built a new Caſtle in the place where 
he overcame the Fews in his Wars againſt 
Antigonus , which is about fixty Furlongs 
from. Feruſalem, and adorn'd it with great 
Curiotirics, that future Ages by 'thete ſtately 
and. expenſive Buildings, might rake the mea- 
fares of his power and Magnificence. 

Herod having found a convenient place 
near the Sea fide, which was Called the Tower 
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of Straton, he there built a famous City. with 
Marble, and called it Ceſares ; but his > 


reſt Work- of all was the Haven, , which he 
ſo contriv'd that a great Fleet of Ships might 


WY Ride ſecurely in't, without being inda- 


mag'd by Wind or Tide, and was very Com- 
modious for Merchants and Sailors. He E- 
reed alſo a Treatre of Stone to the Sourh- 
ward of the Ciry,, and an Amphiatre be- 
hind it, ſo pleaſantly Scituared, that from it 
Ships at Sea might be ſcen at a very great di- 
ſtance. Now he fent his rwo Sons Alexan- 
der and Ariftobulus to Rome, where they were 
kindly receiv'd by Auguſtus, and Lodg'd in 
his own Palace, and gave Herod power tO 
name his Succeſſor in his Kingdom, ro which 
he added the Provinces of Tracena, Baranca, 
and Auwrancia On this OCcalion. A certain 
Man callI'd Xemedcrus that Rented Ly/anias's 
Lands, liv'd alſo by ſharing in the Spoils and 
Robberies of the Trachenites, which the 
Neighbouring Countries complaining of to 
Ceſar, he order'd them to be puniſh'd, and 
gave their Country to Herod, who ſoon re- 
guc'd them toa betrer Temper. Several Com- 
plaints were made from time to time by the 
Gadarens, and Auranite, againſt him, by the 
Inſtigation of Zenodorus, but he withſtood 
them all, for all Afﬀairs of the vaſt Roman 
Empire bcing diſpos'd by Ceſar and Agrippe, 
he had ſo gain'd . both their Favours, thar 
Ceſ:r next t9 Agrippe Honour'd no Man 
more than Hered ; and Agrippa reſpeted him 
above all Men next to Ceſar; by which 
means he my a Tetrarchy for his Brother 
Pberorat, and gave him a hundred Talents

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out of his Revenue, that after Herod's Death 
he might nat depend upon his Children. 


Now he Condudted Ceſar to the Sea-fide, and Before Ge. 


at his return built a ſtately Temple of white 


Marble, in the Country which belopg'd ro WW 


Zenodorws , near a huge Cave call'd Panion, 
and Dedicated it to Ceſar. He alſo diſcharg'd 
his SubyjeRs from the third part of their Tri- 
bute ; but that gave them bur little ſarisfa- 
Rion for aboliſhing the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
their Country, for which they ſo hated him, 
and he grew ſa Jealaus of them, that he main- 
tain'd Spies in-many places to obſerve their 
Wards and Actions, and himſelf in the Hahip 
of a Private Man, would often by Night thruſt 
himfeif into Campanies rg hear their Riſcaur- 
ſes, and by ane Straragem or other, wauld he 
ſure to diſpatch thoſe that were yntraRtable 
ro his Gyrernmens He alſo impos'd an 
Oath of Fidelity on his Subjetts, and puniſh'd 
all rhat refus'd to take ir, except Polio, and 
Sameas 'of the Set of the Phariſes, and thoſe 
that followed them for their ſakes. From 
this rigour alſo was exempted the $=& of the 
Efſeans, for Manahem's ſake, who ſeeing He- 
yod when he was young and going to 
School, ſaluted him, and call'd him King of 
the Fews. Herod thinking he knew him 
not, and therefore mock'd him, he was ve- 
ry angry ; but Manabem {miling faid, how 
ſhalt be King of the Jews, and Reign happily, for 
ſo has God declared to me + and then remember 
'what b fay, and by Juſtice, Pier, and Equi- 


Ly, win the Hearts of 37 Subjots ; and yer - 
I know thou wilt not %o i:, hat wilt live in 
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NA the negle&t of Divine and Humane Laws, for 
ef the which God will at length chaſtiſe thee with 


a'grievous Puniſhment. Ar this time Herod 


lighred his prediEtion, but when he had ob-

The People corrupted 
by their Counſels fell ro Wars, and reduc'd 
the Country into ſuch 'miſerics as cannot be 
related ; nothing bur Villanies, Robberies, 
and 'Murthers reign'd amongſt them; ' and 
though bath Famine, and Forreign Enemies, 
cthreatn'd them with Ruin, yet nothing could 
reſtrain them from ſhedding + Innocent 
Blood, deſtroying Cities, and ſpoiling Coun- 
tries, till ar laſt in cheir ungovern'd Fury, they, 
conſum'd rhe very Temple of. God : For Fu«- 
das and Sadoc had rais'd a Fourth Sect amon 
the Fews, and enjoin'd them to commir ſuc 
Barbarities, as fill'd the Common-wealth with 
all kind of Troubles. 

There were antiemily Three Sects of Philo- 
ſophers among the Few: ; the Phariſes, the 
Saduces, and the' Eſeans, which are the moſt 
celebrated of all the reſt ; they are Fews born, 
but live by themſelves, and aflociate with 
none but their own Sect; they account all 
Pleafures among the number of Vices that are 
co be avoided, and reckon continency, and 
ſabduing their own finful Paſſions to be the 
greateſt Vertues, They reje& Marriage, not 
as condemning the propogation of Mankind, 
bur to avoidtheeffefts of Womens leudnelſs ; 
for they think that none of that Sex i true and 
faithful to cye Man. Bclides, they ſay, Wo- 
ren cauſe Injuſtice, and Slaves Inſurreftions 
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nues are diſtributed where there is neceſltty. 
They have no one City of their own, bur are 
diſpers'd into many ; and if any of their Se&t 
come from another place, though a Stranger 
to *em, they give him any thing they have, 
and accoſt them they never ſaw before with 
great familiarity. In every City there is one 
appointed to receive and lodge thoſe that 
come thither, and to ſee they neither want 
Clothes, nor other Neceſlaries. All Children 
that are inſtructed by them are Cloth'd alike ; 
and they never change their Shooes nor 
Clothes rill their old ones are worn our. 
Amongſt themſclves they neither buy n&r 
ſell, bur every one takes what he wants, tho' 
he has nothing to give in exchange for ir. 
They are very devout in their Religion, and 
before the Sun riſcth ſpeak nothing bur holy 
things, and make Vows and Prayers that it 
may ſhine upon the Earth, and then they go 
to their ſeveral Employments. Ar Eleven a 
Clock they meer again, and being cover'd 
with Linnen Clothes, they waſh their Bodies 
with cold Water ; then goto their Cells, into 
which none bur their own, Sect may enter ;

None can be admitted into their Or- 
ger till a Years probation; and then they give 
Him a Girdte, a Hatcher, and a Linnen Gar- 
Ment, and allow him to waſh himſelf in cold 
Water ; but-is not admitted ifi' common a- 
mong the reſt, till for Two Years more they 
have obſery'd his Life and Converſation ; and 
then he muſt ſolemnly proteſt to: honour 
' and ferve God with all his heart, to be juſt

I.L AT E Governor of Fudea, March- 
ing by Night his Army into Feruſalem, 
who carricd with them Czſar's Standard, in 
which was his Pi&ture, the Fews beſought 
Pilate to ſend it to ſome other place ; 
for it was. againſt their Law to have any Ima- 
ges within their PrecinCts ; but Pilate think. 
ing this requeſt an Afﬀront to Czſar's Autho-, 
rity, would not gratify their defires; and 
therefore when he was upon the Tribunal, 
-and the people after former ſevere uſage, con- 
tinued to reinforce the ſame Petition 3 he 
rold them, if they perſever'd in giving him 
this trouble, he would puniſh their obſtina- 
Cy ; but when he ſaw them offer their naked 
Throats,:and deſire to die rather than ſuffer 
the violation of their Laws, he was amaz'd 
co ſ{ce-their conſtancy, and immediately or- 
der'd the Images to be carried to Czſaria, 
Not long after Pilate intending to take Money 
out of the Sacred Treaſury, to bring water in 
Pipes from a Fountain not far diſtant into the 
City, the Fews thought it ſuch a heinow 
Crime, that ſome thouſands of them garher'd 
together and exclaim'd againſt Pilate, inhopes 
ro make him deſiſt his Enterprize ; bur he 
Cauſing them to be inclos'd by Soldiers in 
Common

- racles among us, and inſtrufted a 
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common Habit, with Cudgels in their Hands, 
upon the Sign given, they laid on them ſo 
unmercifully with their Sticks, that ſome ,; 
w_ kill'd, others hurt, and the Tuinulrt cea-

Ar that time was FESUS manifeſt a- 
mong us, 4 Wiſe Man, (if it be lawful to call 
him a Man,) who wrought ſuch Stupendous Mi- 

j that were 
willing to receive the Truth. He was followed 
by many Jews and Greeks, and was the Chriſt ; 
who being Accus d by the Princes of our Na- 
tion before Pilate, was Condemn'd by him to the 
Croſs ; yet the ignomy of his Death, "abated not 
the love of thoſe that adber'd to him from the be- 
ginning ;. for be appear d to them Alive the 
Third day after his Crucifixion, as the Holy Pro- 
phets among other Miraculous things foretold of 
him. And from that time the Chriſtians who 
derive theiv Names from him, have had a being 
in the World. 

Now in Rome Liv'd a Lady Nam'd Paulina, 
not leſs admir'd for her Virtue, than her ll- 
laſtrious Deſcent; ſhe was Rich, Beautiful, 
Chaſt, in the. Flower of her Youth, and 
was the Wife of Saturninus, a Noble Roman 
thar equal'd her in thoſe perfefions. Deci- 
us Mundus a Young iſprightly Man of the E- 
queſtrian Order, was pailonately Enamour'd 
with her Beauty, and though it was not pol- 
fible to corrupt her Chaſtity by Bribes or

that had eſpous'd the Few; Religion, to

Temple at Feruſalem ; and when they had re- 
ceiv'd her Gifts, converted rhem to their 


own private uſes, of Which Tiberius being in- 


form'd by Saturzinus, his. Familiar Friend, 
and Fukvia's Husband, he Commanded all 
the Fews (in number about four thouſand,) 
19 be.

zellius ſent Marcus to govern Fudea, Com- 
manding Plate who had liv'd ten Years in 
Fewry 0.return ,to Reme, and anſwer the 
Acculations thar were againſt him ; bur be- 
fore his Arrivel there Tiberins died. 
- As ſoon as FVitellivs came into Fades he 
went up to Feruſclem, and Celebrared the 
Feaſt of the Paſſover, and being magnificent- 
ly entertain'd, he forgave all the Tribute of 
the: Fruits that were Sold, and deliver'd the 
Veſtments and Ornaments of the High-Prieſt's 
into their own poſſeſſion, which had for ſome 
time been in the Cuſtody of the Romans; and 
when he had thus oblig'd the Fews, he advan- 
ced Fena;han the Son of Ananus to be High- 
Prict, depos'd Foſeph, and rhen return'd- to

And 
Herod being deſirous to be rhe firſt that ſhould 
acquaint Tiberius with the News, ſends an 
Expreſs to him with all particulars of the 
Treaty, and left nothing for the Conſul to ac- 
quaint him with ; which much diſpleas'd 
Vitellins, and fearing a greater injury from 
ſuch Clandeſtine practices, F3tellins owed him 
a Revenge, which conrinu'd rill Tiberius was 
Dead, ahd Caius obtain'd rhe Empire. Ar 
this time Herod's Brother died, after he had 
Reigned ſeven and thirty Years in Trachonitis, 
and Barhanea. He was a Man of a Peaceable 
Temper, liv'd in his own Dominions, and 
. adminiſter'd Juſtice without delay, and with 
great equality.' | He dicd in Fuliade, was bu- 
ried in a Sepulchre of his own EreCting, and 
his Obſeques were Celebrated with great So- 
lemnity; and dying withour Heirs, Tiberius 
Annext his Provinces to the Government of 
Syria, ordering the” Fributes rais'd in thar 
Tetrarchy, ſhould be kept within the limits of

WL the Tetrarch having been long 
Married tro the Daughter of Areta:, 
King of Arabia Petrzea, in his Journey to 
Rome fell in Love with Herodi4s, his Brother 
Philip's Wite, intending to Marry her, and 
repudiate Ametas's Daughter]; which ſhe ha- 
ving notice of, without acquainting Herod 
with her intentions, with his leave went to 
viſit her -Father, and acquainting him with 
her. Uſage it began a War between them, 
wherein Herod's Army was quite defeated; 
by the Treachery of certain Baniſh'd Men of 
Philip's Tetrarchy, that were in Herod's Pay ; 
and Tiberius having notice of Herod's loſs, he 
Commands Yitelius to make War agnns A, 
retas, and if he took him alive ro ſend - him 
bound to Rome; bur if he ſhould beiflain, 9 
fend his Head to him. Many Fews were 
now of Opinion, that Herod's Overthrow 
was 2; Judgment that God inflicted on him, 
becauſe he head put to Death Fob, who was 
Sirnamed' the Baprif. A- Virtuous, Pious, . 
Prudent Man, who exhorted the Fews tobe 
Baptized, ro Repent of their Sins, and live fg 
uprightly that they might be acceptable to 
| God, for Herod perceiving he had many Fol- 
lowers, and fearing Commotions in his Te. 
trarchy, he caus'd Fohn to be bound, .fent to 
the Caſtle of Macheron, and there put him tg 
Death. Yicelius having ſent his Army through 
the great Plain came to Feruſalem, depos'd 
Fouarhan from the High-Pricſthood, and gave 
Tx! it 
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it to Theopbjlus, And now hearing Tiberins was NAH 
Dead,he diſpos'd his Army into Winter-Quar- #79 
rers, and gave the Oaths of Fidelity to Caiur's gu *6p » 
Government to all the people, for now Tibe- 39. - 
rigs Was Dead, it was unlawful for Yitellins Wn 
ro proſecute the War againſt Areras. And here 
I take leave to admire the Providence of God, 
as of;en as I refle& upon the ancertainty of 


| Human Aﬀairs, and that there is no ſecurity 


in Families, but where the Foundation is laid 
in the Fear of.God ; for Herod's Poſterity that 
were left Rich, Potent, and many in number, 
in the ſpace of a hundred Years were almoſt 
all extinguiſh'd. 

A ſhort time before the Death of Herod, he 
ſent his $an Agrippa to Rome, and while his 
Mother Bernice livd he kept within the 
bounds of moderation ; but as ſoon as Death 
took her out of the World, he gave himſclf 
up\co.ſuch a Prodigal and Expenſive way of 
livipg, that he was reduced to ſuch extream 
Poverty he could abide no longer at Rome ; 
and therefore retired into Fwdes, and liv'd at 


_ Herod's Allowance in Tiberius, who upbrad- 


ing him with his kindneſs : Agrippe with- 
drew himſelf ro Flaccns, Preſident of Syria, 
who gave him Entertainment ; and being 
work'd out-of Favour thexe, by his Brother 
Ariftobulus, he borrowed Money and went to 
Authedon,and there borrowingMoney :l{o, was 
ſtop'd for a Debt -due ro Caeſar's Treaſure ; 


bur at. Night he caus'd. the Cable ro Bt cur, 
and fail'd ro Alexandria, and from thence he 

(s'd to -Puteo/, where Ceſar. receiv'd him 
Foaly, till he underſtood he we indebted to

And being 
very familiarly acquainted with Caius, he 
wiſh'd that Ceſar would refign the Empire to 
him, as the more worthy perſon ; which his 
Coach-man Emntychus overhearing,- and being 
afterwards acchs'd. for Stealing his Maſter's 
Coat, which he really had done, and flying 
from Juſtice, the Magiſtrates ask'd him why 
he fled ; 4he Coach-man anſwer'd becauſe he 
had _—_— to reveal to C4ſar that con- 
cern'd his ſafety, and therefore. was ſent 
bound'to Capheas, and continu'd a long time 
in Priſon. For Cefar's proceedings were very 
_ dilatory in all Aﬀairs that concern'd the pub- 
lick, which when ſome of his Friends defir'd 
the reaſon of, he rold them that he de- 
lay'd giving diſpatch to Ambaſſadors, that he 
might not have the trouble and charge of re- 
ceiving new ones. For the ſame reaſon he 
faid he ſeldom chang'd his Governors of Pro- 
vinces, for every new comer rack'd the peo- 
ple by new exaQtions, till they had fiill'd their - 
Coffers, and then -were quiet. - To this pur- 
poſe he told them, a- poor Lazar having his 
Sores cover'd with flies, which he endea- 
vour'd not to drive away from feeding on 
his fleſh, the SpeCtators believing it proceed- 
ed from his inability to do it, they went near 
to do' that Office for him ; but he prayed 
chem ro- let the Flies alone, for having now 
glutted rhenfffelves, faich he, with my Blood,

that Heredias was zgrippa's Silter, he gave her 
her Dowry, and revok'd her Sentence of 'ba- 
niſbmenr, out” of the cſteem he had for her 
Brother ;'- bur ſhe refus'd his favour, and 
choſe rather to ſhare with her yas 4

by his Name ; but Philo, chief of the Fewiſb

Petronius fairly repreſented "their 
Caſe to Caius, that there was an utter 
impoſſibility co make them forſake their Reli- 
gion, or without War and DeſtruQon to ad- 
mit his :Statues ; and therefore requeſt. him 
not to loſe the Revenue which he receiv'd 


from that Nation, nor intail an eternal Curſe - 


upon himſelf, from a God of ſuch infinite 
power. as theirs was.

to make a grateful A nowledgment of it;

Petronins receiv'd them not, ill. he had aſſu-

Guards to - Fer»ſalem, that it might not be 
{ciz'd by the Parthians, who then Govern'd 
the Country ; For among the Fews lived two 
Brothers, Afneaus, and Anilezxs, Whoſe Mg- 
ther having Bound them Prentice to 2 Wea- 
yer, who corrected them for their Miſdemea- 
no! s, they rook their chaſtiſement fo hci- 
| Kk 2 nou!ly, 
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FAD nouſly, that they berook themſelves ro Arms, 
— to whom flock'd great numbers of needy peo- 
Meer Che. ple, whom they Arm'd and became their' 
r,.- Captains, and in a ſhort time grew ſo formi- 
WV able, that they exafted and were paid Tri- 
bute by the Naghbouring places, and made 
Incurſions on All they bad a mind to injure. 

This reaching the knowledge of the King 

of Parthia, 'the Governor of Babylon with a 

ſtrong party went out ro ſurprize them on a 
Sabbath-day, when it was unlawful for the 

Fews -rorenter upon Attion ; bur they aware 

of their coming, diſpens'd with that Law, 

and making; 4ſtour reſiſtance, put the Parthi- 

ans to flight” The skirmith being over, the 

King of Partha admiring at their Confidence 

and Valour, had a great dcfire to ſee and ralk 

with the rwo Brothers, and therefore ſent 


the truſtieſt - of his Guards ro'affure them of 


ſafe Conduct. Aſineus refus'd the Journey, 
bur ſent his Brothcr Anileus ro King Artaba- 
nes; Who ſeeing him alone, inquir'd why 
his- Brother came nct thither alſo; and un- 
derſtanding he was afraid to truſt himſelf a- 


mong them, -he ſwore by rhe. Gods of |his- 


Anceltors, and pur forth his Hand, which is 
the greateſt aſſurance of cheir ' Fidelity thar 
can be given by the Parthians, thar no inju- 
ry ſhould befall him. This induced Anitess 
ro ferch his Brother, who being come, Arta- 
banus recciv'd them gratiouſlly, and ſeeing 
Aſineus but of low Stature, and of a Con- 
temptible* preſence, he ſaid, bx Heart was 
greater than hx Body. Abdagaſis the King's 
General dchr'd leavero kill himtor the wrongs 
he had done the Parthians ; but the _— 
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hor'd ſuch an Aion, after he had given him SAN 
his Hand and Oath for his ſecurity; and and the 
therefore leſt any of his Captains ſhould harm. zz, *c73 
him, he ſent him away early in the Morning. ax, 
Art his return to his Fortreſs he rais'd new CW 
Fortifications, and increas'd in Power. and: 
Fame till they broke the Laws of God, and 
liv'd in all kind of Prophaneneſs ; for Ani- 
Les having kill'd a Noble Parthian heeſpous'd 
his Wife, and ſhe brought in the Worſhip of 
the falſe Gods of her own Country, in oppo- 
ſition to the true God, and ſhe ſeeing all the 
ple griev'd at theſe Abominations, and 
E1xark her felf was the cauſe thereof, ſhe 
Poyſon'd 4ſineus, that her Husband having 
che whole Authority might humour her in 
her Idolatry and Prophaneneſs. Now Ani- 
izus having ingrols'd all the Power, he made 
Incurſions into certain Villages belonging to 
Mithridates, and brought away Men, Sheep, 
and other Riches, and Mithridates in Revenge 
raiſes all the Force he could, with intent to 
ſurprize him, and to that end lodges his Men 
privately In a Village near the Enemy ; bur 
Anil us aware of his Deſigns, fell upon the 
Parthians by Night, overcame them , took 
Mitkridates Priſoner , and caus'd him to be 
carried away upon an Aſs naked, which isthe 
greateſt indignity that can be olfer'd to a Par- 
thian, His Soldiers perſwaded 4». Leus to kill 
him, bur for many Reaſons he refuſed ir, and 
diſcharg'd him, and ſent him home ; bur M;- 
thridates upbraided by hisWife for Cowardiſc, 
and tamely ſuffering ſuch diſhonour, who ſo- 
lemnly ſwore by the King her Father's Gods, 
thar if he repair'd not his Honour, the Bonds

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42. oa ſhameful Flight. And this Viftory being 
LYV followed by the Babylonians, to whom he bad 
done unſufferable injuries, Anileus was kill'd, 

and all his Men diſperſed. Ard when the 
Babylonians (aw themſelves delivered from 

this prevailing Enemy, having an ancient 

rudge againſt the Fews, whom they differ'd 
Hom in matters of Religion, they defign'd 
now to take Revenge upon thoſe that lived in 
Babylon, and rhe Adjacent Countries ; and the 
Fews knowing their intentions,and their own 
inaBility ro rake reſiſtance, they fled into the 
City of Seleucia, where they liv'd five Years in 
Peace, but in the ſixth Year, the Greeks com- 
bining with rhe Oppiens they both joyn'd 


and fikw fifry thouſand Fews ; and thoſe that 


by the Mercy of their Friends, and the AMſ- 
ſtance of rheir Neighbours eſcap'd this Bar- 
barity, retir'd to Ereſiphey a City of Greece, 
hot far from Seleucia ; but liv'd in continual 

fears and danger of their Enemies, who had

The Roman Army make Claudius Emperor, 


(,4ius Ceſar being aſſaſſinated after he had Reign-*7ide Ans 
ed three Years and {1x Months, the Senaze attiquities, 
the inſtigation of Sentius Saturninus * and Pomnfes+ 19: ©: 2+ 
nins Secundus, endeavour'd to reſtore their.antient?- 592+ 
Governmenr, but all in vain ; for the Army ſet up 
Claudizs, and had cruelly {lain all that oppos'd his 
promotion, if Claudius had nor generoully pro- 
tected them, Agrippa being in Rome at this Re- 
volution, and doing many good Offices between 
the new Emperor and Senators, C/audius made 
him King, and. gave him all his Father's Domini- 
ons: and to his Brother Herod, who _was now hus 
Son-in-law, by the Marriage of his Daughter Ber- 
nice, he gave the Kingdom of Chalcs, and caus'd 
theſe Grants to be engrav'd in Braſs and fx'd on 
a Pillar in'the Capiro/. Agrippa - now receivin 
ym Revenues, imploy'd them in building; ſuc 

ong Walls about Jeruſalem, that had he liv'd to 
finiſh them, the Romans could never have taken 
the City ; but before he could compleat this-no- 
ble Undertaking he dy'd in Ceſaria, waen he had 
Reign'd Three Years as Tetrarch, and three more 
as King; leaving behind him three Daughters, 
which fie had «by Ciprss, Bernice, Mariamne and 
Dryfilla, and ' one Son Nam'd 'Agrippa, who, be- 
cauſe he was very young, Claudius reduc'd. the 
Kingdom into a Province, and made Cufpius Fadi- 
us Governor thereof, and after him Tiberius Alex- 
ander, who rul'd them in during his Mini- 
{tration, After this Herod King of Chalcs dy'd, 
leaving two Sons which he had by Bernice his Rro- 

| © ther's 
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ther's Daughter, viz. Bernicianus and Hircanw ; and 
by his firſt Wife Mariamne, Ariſtobulus. ' His other 
Brottier' 4ritobulus died a private Perſon, leaving 
ane Daughter, -natn'd Fotapa ; but his eldeſt 'Bro- 
ther Alexander's Poſterity reign'd in' Armenia the 
Greater. 

* Aﬀeer the Death of Herod King of Chalcs, Clau- 
dius created Agrippa, Son of the farmer Agrippa, S6- 
yereign of Chaos ; and made Cumanus Governor 
I in whoſe time many Tumulrs happen'd, 
'anid more Calamities'befel the Fewiſh Nation, u 
on - divers Occaſions already - fully related ; "4 
which Ceſar banifh'd Eumazis, and ſent Fulix, Bro- 
"ther to Pals, to govern Fudea, Samaria and Galilee, 
And now Claudius Ceſar having reignd 12 Years 
and 4 Months died, and was fu ed in the Em- 
pire by Noro, whom, at the Requeſt of his Wife 
Aprippina, he made his Adopted Son, 'thothe had 
« Lawful Son of his own nam'd Brizanicus, by his 
former Wile Meſſzlina, and a Daughter call'd O&a- 
via, Whom he marry'd to Neros And now, how 
Nero abus'd his Wealth and Grandeur; how - he 
flew his Mother, his Wife and Brother, 'and ra- 
ged againſt all his Kindred ; and how ina mad Fit 
he aFed on the Stage hike a Player, becauſe it re- 
quires a long Narration, 1 ſhall wholly omit a Re- 
hearſal of them, and confine my ſelf 1n his Reign 
only to Matters relating to the Fews. 

To Ariftobulus, Son of Herod, he -gave the King» 
dom of the' Leſſer Armenia, and made Felix Go- 
vertior of the reſt of 7Tudea: This Felix did great 
Service in taking and deſtroying the 'Thieves and 
| Robbers that infeſted the whole Province. He 
was ſucceeded by Feſtus, who purſu'd the ſame 
Courſe, in clearing the Country of thoſe that mo- 
lefted them ;- Bur 4/binius, that ſucceeded him, run 

- into all Excefs at. Oppreti:on arid Cruelty, and en- 
courag'd all Thieves and Robbers, 'where he had 
2 Shere in the Boaty. Geſſius Florus who ſucceed- 
ed him, was fo intolerably wicked, that in com- 
pariſon of bim, Albivim might have paſs'd for a

moderate Governor : Albinius did all things in 
Secrecy, and by Subtilty ; but Gefſiw a&ted his 
Crimes openly and glory'd in his Miſchiefs ; be- 
having himſelt more like a Hang-man that came 
to execute MalefaCtors, than a Governor of a Pro- 
vince, Where he ought to have ſhew'd Mercy, 
he play'd the cruel Tyrant ; and where he ought 
to have bluſh'd, he ſhew'd a ſhameleſs Effrontry. 
'T was impoitible to invent more Crimes than he 
was guilty of ; for nor bob content to do Perſo- 
nal Injuries, he waſted whole Cities, and deſtroy'd 
the People in great Multitudes ; proclaiming it 
through the Country, that "twas Lwfal for any 
any Man to rob or ſteal, if they gave him a part 
of their Profits ; and yet no Man durſt complain 
| to Ceſtius Gallus Governor of Syria, againſt him : 
But when Galus came to Feruſalem at the Feaſt of 
Unleven'd Bread, 200000 Fews went out to meet 
him, beſeeching him to compaſſionate their afflitt:4 
Country, and baniſh Florus, who was the Common Plague 
of their Nation : Yet Florus was arrivy'd at that 
- heighth of Impudence, tho? he heard their Com- 
plaints, he did but laugh at their Miſeries, and his 
own Villainies; but Ce:ftiw promis'd he ſhould 
treat them better for the future. Florus accompa- 
nies Ceftis to Ceſarea, and excuſes himſelf by Men- 
dacious Artifices ; and now he ſtudies how to pro- 
voke the Jews to rebel, as the ſafeſt Way to cover 
his Miſdemeanours ; for if the Fewacontinu'd in 
Obedience, he fear'd they would make theirCom- 
plaints to Ceſar ; bur if he could force them to re- 
rebel, that Fault would cover his Oppreſlion and 

Injuſtice, and therefore he loaded ithem with new 
| ictions. Art this time alſo the Gentiles of C.eſa- 
rea being heard before Nero, got their Suit againſt 
the Fews ; and this was another Cauſe of the War 
that begun. che 12th Year of Nero's Empire, and 
the 17th of Agrippa's Reign, in the Month of 
May. | 
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CHAP. IV. 


Florus's Gruelty to the Jews of Czfarea and Jeru- 
| | lalem. 


FT O theſe unſufferable Calamities was added 
another ; The Fews in Ceſarea had a Syna- 
gogue near a piece of Ground vw, to.a Gen- 
ezle, for which they offer'd a greater ho than it 
was worth ; but the Owner would build Taverns . 
on it, to ſtreighten apd incommode their Paflage 
to the Synagogue, ang therefore ſome hor-headed 
Youngſters among the Fews would nar ſuffer them MW 
to proceed in their Building; which coming to F!o- 
ru's Knowledge, he commanded the Work ſhould 
go on. The Fews being at a loſs what to do, offer'd 
and paid Florws eight Talents, upon his promiſing 
the Ownet ſhould not build ; but as ſoon as he re- 
ceiv'd the Money he went to Sebaſte, without an 
regard to, his Word of Honour,. and tire Caulp 
for a new Sedition ; for going on their Sabbarh 
to the Synagogue, a turbulent Fellow of C.eſarea 
ſet a great Earthen Veſfel” at the Entrance into the 
Synagogue, and offer'd Birds upon it, in Cantempt 
of the Fews Religion ; which fo enrag'd the Jews, 
that they fell from Words to Blows ; which bein 
in part ended. by the Command and Interpofal of 
Fucundus Orgs of. 2% Horſe. the Fews took the 
Books of their Law, hd rerir'd to Narb<ta, and 
from thence 12 of them, with Febn the Publican, 
wentto Florus at Sebaſte, complaining of rhe Inju- / 
ry, and modeſtly reminding him of the eight Ta- 
lentsthey hid given him: bur he commanded them 
to be bound and imprifon'd, for removing their 
Law from Ce/area ; and to provoke them "295 
fent for 17 Talents out of the Sacred Treaſury, 
pretending it was 'to_be etaploy'd in Ceſar's Ser- 
vice ; at which the Fews were ſo difpleas'd, that 
they dericed and curs'd him bitterly, and rook a 
Box and begg'd up and down an Alms. for Elorus 
82 17 he had been 1n the Predicament of needy Beg-

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ars:; Bur this nothing abated the Avarice of Flo- 
us, for with an Army of Horſe he march'd to 3e-

The Fews anſwer'd, They knew noe 
how to produce any ſuch Offenders,» for all moutd-deny 
it ; and ſince the City was now in Quiet, and deſir'd ta 
continue in Obedience to the Romans, they defir'd hins 
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more exaſperated, and pronay commanded the 
Soldiers to plunder the Market-place, and put ta 
the Sword all they met ; which was readily obey'd, 
and not only fack'd the place they were fent to, 
but alſo all the Houſes, and murther'd the Inhabi. 
rants ; all Streets and Gates were fill'd with thoſe 
that endeavour'd to eſcape, and the dead Bodies 
of them that fell into the Soldiers Hands; and no 
Cruelty nor Rapine was omitted. Many Noble 
Few: were brought before Florus, whom he firſt ſe- 
/ 8 vyerely whip'd, and afterwards caus'd them to be 
hang'd; and in one Day they flew of Men, Wo- 
men and Children, (for they ſpar'd not the very 
facking Infants,) 630 Souls : And this horrid 


Cruelty was the more inſupportable to the Fews, 
becauſe it was a new kind of Torment, one be- 
fore was never practic'd by the Romans ; for Florus - 
caus'd Knights to be firſt whip'd, and then hang- 
ed, who tho? they were Jews born, had receiv'd 
that Honour from the Romans, ” Ou

JT Ing Agrippa being gone to Alexandria, his Si- 
K ſter al then in Jeruſalem ſent often to 
Florus, requeſting him to abſtain from {laughtering 
the Citizens ; but he neither regarding rhe great 
Numbers of the Slain, nor the Qualiry of her that 
intreated, purſu'd his Murthers, Rapine and Op. 
reffion ; and tho' the Queen came thirher ro ful. 
fil her Vow to God, and went bare-foot ro Florus's 
Tribunal to intreat his Mercy, he not only con- 
temn'd her Requeſt, but put her Life in danger, 
Now there being ſome Relaxation of their Calami. 
ties, Florus invents another Stratagem ; and aflem- 
bling rhe High-Prielt and Nobles, told them, 1: 
would be an Argupent they fought ns Alterations, if 
the Jews went out to meet and ſalute rwo Legions of 
Roman Soldiers that were coming from Czxlarea ; and 
at the ſame time he ſent word to the Centurions, 
not to return thejr Ciyilities, With much ado the 
Fews were perſuaded by their Chiefs to this Ser. 
vice, but obeying the Advice of their Superiours, 
they met and kindly faluted the Roman Legions: 
but no Return being made them, the Seditious ex- 
claim'd againſt Florus, by whoſe Order they were 
ſlighted ; and preſently, according to the Inſtru. 
&ions given, the Soldiers beat them 'with Clubs, 
and thoſe that fled were trodden under foot by the 
Horſe-men, and more were kill'd in thronging to 
et within the Gates ; however, the Seditious Tews 
uſpecting that the Romans gaping after the 'Trea- 
ſure in the Temple, would get Pofleſiion of it if 
they could gain the Caſtle Antonia, they mount- 
ing the Gallcrics that reach'd from the Porch of 
the Temple to Antoxia, broke them down, and 
deteated the coverous Deſigns of Elerus, who ſee- 
ing the Porches beaten down, attempted no far- 
ther ; bur leaving a ſmall Gariſon in the City, he 
march'd with the reſt to Ceſarea, CHAP.

T It's Army being united, and beginning to In- 


camp, the dread -of ſo formidable an Army, 


for ſome time put an end to the Difſentions within 


the City, nd they began to wonder what mad- 


-nefs had forc'd them -upon their own Ruin, with- 
out making any- Provition for their Defence or 


Safety ; and .now exhorting one another to Cou- 
rage, they ifſu'd out upon the 1oth Legion, and 
fell upon the Remans that were Intrenching in the 
Valleys; and they not expecting them, ſome fled, 
and thoſe thar ſtood to their Arms were all cut to 
pieces, before they could form themſelves into a 
poſture of, Defence ; which Titus perceiving ha- 
{ten'd to their Relief, and tell upon the Jews in the 
Lower Ground, "The Fight continu'd till Noon, 
and the Jews ſeeming to have the worſt on'r, they 
were retreating; 'but a ſign being made thera from 
the Walls, that the Romans were diflodging to it- 
trench upon the Mountains, they fell again like 
wild Bede the Remans, and ſcatter'd them 
on the Mountains ;. bur at length the Romans. per- 
ceiving their General to be in danger, and that no 
Arguments could perfſwadehim to flie, all the Re- 
mans Rallied. and upbraiding one another for de. 
ferting their General, whoſe perſonal Valour had 
the ſame day, twice fav'd the Romans, they fought 
with fuch Violence and Courage, that the Jew: 
were forc'd to retire into the Valleys.

"HE moſt conipghane of the Seditious Jews, 
* mounting the Homens Towersand topsof their 
Walls, pretended an earneſt defire of Peace, pro- 
miling to join themſelves with the Romans, and 
open their Gates to them, and feem'd ro make a 
flight with thoſe that kept the Gates, that they 
might get out from theirEnemies within the Walls; 
bur Tiexs ſuſpected: their treacherous pretence of 
Kindneſs, and commanded his Soldiers not to 
budge from their Poſts ; but ſome appointed to 
work. in the Trenches, took up their Weapons 
and ran-to the Gates, and the ſews who made a 
feint to be driven from the City, made a ſhew of 
.Hight,;- but when.they came to the Gates of the 
owers, they fac'd about, incompaſs'd the Ro- 
mazs, and after a, blogdy rencouynter, many Ro- 
s ware {lain and wounded, for which Ceſar 
gave them this Reprimand, The Jews who are only 
animated by Deſpair, a# by deliberate 4dvice and 
"Counſel, and are favour'd: by Fortune, for being true 
to.ene\ anothtr in their Stratagems; but the Romans 
who were wont to be celebrated, and ſuccesful for their 
Obedience, are now overcome by their raſh and unad- 


,vis'd Fighting, Thu u a great Offence to our Laws, 
and will be very diſpleaſing to my Father : And there-

The Porches were 
built of white Marble, ſuſtain'd by Pillars of the 
fame Srone 2nd curiofiry. A peculiar place was 
ailign'd for: Womens Devotion. Some of the 
Gates were of Gold; others of Silver, and one of 
Corinthian Braſs. The Hanging: of the Temple 
were Babilonian wotk ; and jn the SanAvary was 
three Curioſities, viz. a Golden Candleftick, Ta- 
ble and Altar, not to be <equal'd before nor ſince 
in-all the World. "The Prieſts were Men of great 
Temperance and Hay and their Veftments were 
adorn'd| with Gold, Purple, Scarlet, and ' Violet 
Sik, and precious Stones 'of great Larftre and in- 
eftimable Value. The Caſtle Antoni ſtood be- 
eween the two Porches of the firſt Temple, look- 
ing towards the Welt and the North, upon a Rock 
o Cubirs high, and was-unacceſiible bn eve 
be. King Herod built the Strudture to ſhew the 
eatne/s of his Seul, contriv'd it like the Palace of 4 
King, and Furnifk'd it accordirzly, "The Model 
was 2 Tower, cnviron'd with four other Towers, 
at every corner one ; whereof, thoſe to the South- 
Eaſt were 7o Cubits high, the other two were 
but 50; fo that from the higheſt Towers, you 
had a perfe&t view of the "Temple.

Stones and Timber of the Ruins. The Jews AL 
faulted the Romans as the were __ the 
Mount ; but the Romans defended: their Work- 
men with Hurdles, and had-admirable Engines to 
caſt Darts and Stones, to hinder the Jew: Excurli- 
ons, eſpecially the i ottfLegion, who ſhor Stones 
of a Talent, weight, at g1eater diſtance than a 
Furlong, which kili'd many upon the rebound, as 
well as at the firſt ſtroke ; bur he fowe eſcap'd 
much'of this danger. for thoſe in the 
notice of thgir coming, by crying in their Lan- 
guage The Sonn Cometh, 'T he Romans having mea- 
lur'd the diſtance of their Mount from the Wall, 
and finding their Rams would reach them, they 
batter'd, the. JValls in three places ; and the noife

vantage inflaying.che Remax; : And thus the Re- 
mans having. won the firſt, Wall, were beaten off 
again ;. and the Jews drunk with this Smile of Far- 
rune, began to think themſelves invincible, which 
was hut a Judgment of God, that fo blinded their 
Underftandings, thar they perceiv'd nor the great- 
neſs at the Reman Army. which they had not yet 
encounter'd, nor.the Famine with which they were 
threaten'd, and the good People already ſuffer'd..

- 'The Flame mounting 
high, the Romans left their.Camp to ſaccour their 
Fellows, but the fire increas'd fo faſt on the Ram- 
piresit could not be extinguiſh'd ; and the Reman; 
retiring' ts their Camp, the number of the Jew; 
being increas'd from the Ciry, they raſhly ſetup 
the Roman Camp, and beat off the Guards ; 
placing new Engins upon” the Rampires of their 
Camp, they made'the Jews recoyl ; tor they pre- 
vail'd before, more by their Courage than theit 
Arms; tor they had no Weapons bur their Fiſts, 
and the Romaus retir'd more for the boldneſs of the 
Jews, than from any harm they ſuſtain'd by thei. 
Titus coming with all ſpeed trom before the Fort 
 Anronra; blam'd his Soldiers exceedingly, and with 
certain choſen Men fell upon the Enemies on one 
fide, who tho' fo deſperately overpower'd, ſtout! 
reliſted hitn ; and joyning in'Battle, the Duſt roſe 
fo thick, they could neither ſee, nor hear what 
was faid, and the noiſe and cries were fo great, 
they knew not their Friends from their Foes. 'T he 
Jews continu'd the Fight out” of diſpair, and the 
Romens fought ſtoutly thro” ſhame, and to retrieve 
their former diſhonour-; and 'if the Jews had nior 
retir'd into'the City, without doubt the Roman:
